THURSDAY MORNING, JUNE 14 

WORSHIP - Worship leaders were Ed Stanton, Jim Clymer, Bob Cole, and John Moletti. 
The memorial roll of those who have died during the past conference year was read (See 
Memorial Roll). Dr. Durwood Foster, Conference Speaker, shared the Wesleyan theme, 
"Justification." 
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GREETINGS — The Conference Secretary read greetings to the Conference from the West¬ 
ern Jurisdiction Conferences, Blanche and Maynard Sparks, New York Annual Conference. 
Greetings had been sent by the Secretary to Gordon Gould, Esther Groves, Mrs. Palmer, 
Jack and Margi Tuell, Ac and Irene Wischmeier. 

CONFENCE LAY LEADER — Marion Gotschall presented her report as the Lay Leader 
(See Reports). 

NEW CHURCH MINISTRIES — Bob Smay introduced his report with a Biblical reference to 
the Mother of Jesus's acceptance of her roll in God's will. A summary of the work of the 
committee since 1977 was given. Jack Christian reported on the work of the Wasilla Church 
which was organized on May 6, 1984, with 42 charter members. Lila Fergus, lay member of 
Wasilla, shared her joy in this new ministry in her community.

The 
conference approved the report and the recommendation for the year 1985. The AMC has 
the highest average conference salary in the United Methodist Church (See Recommenda¬ 
tions). 

HEALTH INSURANCE — Ken Hepner moved that the recommendations of the Penison/ 
Insurance Committee be accepted as presented. Art Edwards moved to amend the motion 
with the words "except in those cases where financial hardship will result due to pre-existent 
medical conditions." The amended motion was approved by the conference with an effec¬ 
tive date of July 1,1984, for each section of the recommendations (See Recommendations). 

YOUTH MINISTRIES - Glenn Getz, President, and the members of the CCYM presented 
the youth report. Expressions of appreciation were given to Dennis Holway, Coordinator 
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of the youth for the past years {See Reports). 


EPISCOPACY AND SUPERINTENDENT COMMITTEE - Art Edwards distributed the re* 
I Port which described the Disciplinary responsibilities for the committee. John Washburn 

j moved that "The Jurisdictional delegates for the Alaska Missionary Conference be instructed 

I to interpret to all those gathered at the Jurisdictional meeting in Boise r Idaho, that the 
Alaska Missionary Conference strongly desires to have Bishop McConnell continue as our 
Area Bishop." The motion was adopted {See Reports). 

PETITIONS — Dennis Holway introduced the legislative process by which the Conference 
responds to each petition: legislative groups give concurrence or not-concurrence to the peti¬ 
tion. The group may amend the petition. Any person can have a voice in the legislative group 
but only members of the Conference may vote in the group. 

Following the legislative groups and a break, petitions were presented to the floor. 

Petition No. 1 - Conference-wide Planning Team approval on all long-rangeor of strategic 
import. Non-concurrence. 

Petition No. 2 — Restoring confidence of AMC constituency in the United Methodist 
| Church and AMC. Non-concurrence. 

Petition No. 3 — Letter to the U.S.S.R. Ambassador concerning proliferation of chemical 
' and biological warfare agents by the U.S.S.R. (Referred to the Church and Society Commit¬ 
tee for action and communication to local churches and for Church and Society to report to 
the 1985 AMC session.) 


THURSDAY EVENING, JUNE 14 

SERVICE OF HOLY COMMUNION — John Forney planned the worship service using John 
Wesley's "The Sunday Service of Methodist in North America" and other resources for this 
Bicentennial occasion. A combined choir of conference members. Northern Light Church 
' and Douglas Church choirs. Bishop McConnell's message was titled "Celebrating the Past by 
Imaging the Future." (See Reports.) 

FRIDAY MORNING, JUNE 15 

MORNING WORSHIP - Douglas Church was host for the worship and meetings. The United 
Methodist Women led the service. Dr. Durwood Foster directed his message on the theme 
"New Birth." 

Rev. Milton Hunt, President of the Alaska Christian Conference, spoke to the Confer¬ 
ence about the history and work of the ACC in our state. 

RULES COMMITTEE — Marion Gotschall presented the rules as proposed by the Commit¬ 
tee: A. Organization 1 and 2 were approved as proposed; 2.1 was amended to include Alaska 
i Pacific University, Nome Community Center, and Wesleyan Nursing Home; 2.1 through 2.6 
| were adopted as proposed; 2.7 was amended to read "part-time local pastors." 

I Ed Stanton moved that in reference to 2.1 and 2.6 "that the Committee on Nomina- 
| tions. Reference, and Counsel shall provide a means of consulting with the institutions by 
March 31 of each year in order to determine the representation to the annual conference " 
This was adopted. 

A motion to delete section "3. Attendance" was defeated. 

A motion to include "spouses of clergy members" was defeated. 

A motion to amend "3. Attendance" by adding at the end "unless excused by the 
Superintendent" was adopted. 

Section 3. and 3.1 were adopted as amended. 

Section 4., 4.1, 4.2, 4.3 were adopted as proposed. 

Section 5. was amended to read: Membership and Tenure of Standing Committees 
Boards, and Councils. 

It was moved to add to the list the following: Conference Council on Ministries, Com- 
m'ssion .on Ecumenical and Interreligious Concerns, Joint Missionary Consultation. John 
Tindell moved to reconsider the Health Insurance motion. The motion was approved. It was 
moved to amend the original motion by adding "whenever it becomes clear the 80% partici- 
pation of affiliate members of the Conference will soon not be covered by the program," 
and "A three-month notice must be given by anyone seeking to withdraw from the pro¬ 
gram." The motion was defeated. 

The motion to limit debate on all motions was defeated. 
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Section 5.1 was amended by adding "clarifications," This was approved. 

Section 5.1a was amended to read "It shall consist of four lay persons and four clergy 
persons, evenly divided between men and women, plus the Missionary Conference Super¬ 
intendent for a total of nine. 

Section 5.1 d was amended to include the words "consists of up to three Diaconal Minis¬ 
ters." 

Section 5.1 was further amended to read under Commission on Ecumenical and Inter¬ 
religious Concerns; "shall be composed of three clergy persons and three lay persons, evenly 
divided between men and women." 

Section 5.2, 5.3, 5.4 were adopted. Section 5.5 Membership on Boards, Commissions, 
Councils, and Standing Committees was amended to include the previously adopted actions 
which would affect this listing. 

B. Procedures and C. Resolutions were adopted as proposed. It was moved that the Com¬ 
mittee on Nominations, Reference and Counsel be authorized to review present and revised 
Rules of Order and to separate out policies and procedures for incorporation into a new 
Conference Policy Manual with a first draft prepared for the Meeting of the AMC of 1985. 
This was approved. 

ADMINISTRATIVE POLICIES AND PROCEDURES - Thom Fassett introduced Rene 
Bideaux to the Conference. Rene reviewed the manual as it was approved by the National 
Program Division in March, 1984 for immediate implementation. Discussion followed relat¬ 
ing to the policies and their implementation. 

Bill Trudeau moved "that full membership for clergy members be implemented accord¬ 
ing to Paragraph 658.4.a.1980, Discipline." Following considerable discussion, Tom Dahl 
moved a substitute motion "1) that full membership be implemented according to Para¬ 
graph 658 of the Discipline; 2) that the matter be referred to the Board of Ordained Minis¬ 
try to inquire of each pastor and each local church as to their intentions to request full 
clergy membership in the AMC, and develop criteria for full clergy membership; 3) that the 
Board of Ordained Ministry report to the next Meeting of the AMC as to the possibilities 
and problems which may be involved in implementation of Paragraph 658, and, after con¬ 
sultation with all appropriate persons, recommend to the AMC any persons who may be 
elected to full membership in the AMC." Art Edwards moved to refer the substitute and 
motion to the Board of Ordained Ministry to report back to this Conference at a later ses¬ 
sion. The motion carried and the items were referred. 

NOMINATING REPORT — Thom Fassett moved that Tom Dahl be elected as the Confer¬ 
ence Chancellor. The nomination was approved. It was moved that the Nomination 
Committee fill the vacancies on the Committee on Nominations, Reference, and Counsel 
under the newly adopted rules. It was approved. 

FRIDAY EVENING, JUNE 15 

ARGETSINGER CAMP — The Conference gathered at the camp for dinner followed by a 
campmeeting with hymnsinging and a sermon from a traveling preacher (Dick Heacock) 
and historical sketches. Thom and Nancy Fassett presented to the Conference members a 
photo reprint of the historical booklet: The Nature, Design, and General Rules of the United 
Societies by John and Charles Wesley (dated May 1, 1743). Bea Shepard showed slides 
which are part of the historical story of Methodism in Alaska. 

SATURDAY MORNING, JUNE 16 

WORSHIP — The members of CCYM led the worship with Durwood Foster presenting the 
theme "Sanctification." 

BOARD OF ORDAINED MINISTRY - Judith Bither-Terry reported for the Board on the 
referral of the previous day relating to full clergy membership. The resolution presented by 
the Board is "Be it therefore resolved that: the Board of Ordained Ministry, the Conference- 
Wide Planning Committee, and the Conference Council on Ministries identify processes by 
which full clergy membership in the Alaska Missionary Conference may be implemented; 
and that: the Board of Ordained Ministry focus on ministerial relations, the Conference- 
Wide Planning Committee place this goal in the context of total Conference development 
(including financial implications and special ministry needs), and the Council on Ministries 
develop a means of information exchange with local churches and institutions where clergy 
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I are under special appointment. Further, each of these groups shall bring a report on their 
I progress to the 1985 session of the Alaska Missionary Conference/' The motion was sec- 
| onded and was approved after several attempts to amend the resolution. 

ALASKA NATIVE MINISTRIES — Esther Combs presented the report and noted the pro* 
| gress on the non-profit incorporation of the Alaska Native Ecumenical Center in Anchorage. 

| The Conference applauded the work of Esther Combs and the Committee (See Reports). 

CONFERENCE-WIDE PLANNING — Glenna Getz referred to the report and discussed what 
took place during the year under the Steering Committee. Marion Gotschall moved to 
accept the report and that the Steering Committee become the Planning Committee for the 
quadrennium, 1984-1988. The report was amended to read: "The people of God, now cal¬ 
led United Methodist, have made a faithful response to the needs of Alaska for more than a 
century." The motion was adopted as amended. 

COUNCIL ON FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION - Roland Stanton noted the changes 
in the proposed budget with the addition of Episcopal Housing — $1,200.00 and Western 
Jurisdictional Special Apportionment — $1,071.00. These were adopted. It was moved that 
$5,000.00 from additional apportionments be used to fund the Conference-Wide Planning 
Committee and its work. The amendment to increase the funding to $9,800.00 was tabled 
by a motion by John Shaffer. It was tabled. 

Barbara Shaffer moved that the funding for pensions be changed from $19,146.00 from 
the Pension Fund to $17,146.00 from Pensions and $2,000.00 funded from apportionments. 
The motion failed. 

The nomination of Mary Lou Hollett as Conference Treasurer was approved by the Con¬ 
ference. 

Roland Stanton presented the recommendations of the CFA and they were approved 
(See Statistical Reports). The tabled motion for funding the Planning Committee budget 
was brought from the table for action. An amendment for alternate funding this budget 
from the Conference budget was defeated. The amendment of $9,800.00 did not achieve 
the necessary 2/3 support and failed. The CFA recommendation of $5,000.00 was approved. 

SATURDAY AFTERNOON, JUNE 16 

John Pitney moved to reconsider the Planning Budget and a proposal for seeking funds from 
various Conference line items was moved. This motion failed by not achieving the necessary 
2/3 vote. The motion to approve the 1985 Conference budget in the amount of $434,993.00 
| was approved. The Conference expressed thanks to the CFA for its work. The Conference 
expressed appreciation to Roland Stanton for his four years of service as the President of 
| CFA. 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES — Bea Shepard presented the report and it was accepted (See Re¬ 
ports). 

CAMPING AND OUTDOOR MINISTRIES — Kim Doverspike moved the acceptance of the 
report. Bea Shepard presented the Argetsinger Camp report and celebrated the fact that the 
Camp has paid in full the loan of $5,000.00 to the Conference. Dennis Holway moved that 
the Conference approve the Birchwood Camp Conference Advance Special. The motion to 
approve was adopted. 

NEW CHURCH MINISTRIES — Bob Smay reported that Bob Bowers will oversee a survey 
of the Eagle River area. During the summer, Bea Shepard will supervise a survey of the West 
Mendenhall Valley area near Juneau. Bob Smay volunteered to chair the Alaska Builder's 
Club. The report was approved with the exception of the New Ministries Phase II Campaign. 
Ty and Bonnie Curtis presented the first check for the Alaska Builders' Club. 

WESTERN JURISDICTIONAL NOMINATING REPORT - Barbara Shaffer distributed the 
nominating report. The report was accepted and the persons nominated to the Jurisdictional 
Nominating Pool from which General Board members and other churchwtde officers will be 
elected.

NOMINATING COMMITTEE — Thom Fassett nominated members to the Commission on 
| Ecumenical and Interreligious Concerns. They were elected. Two additional names, Dennis 
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Holway and Aleen Fison, were nominated and elected to serve on the Joint Missionary Con¬ 
ference Consultation. Two clergy persons were elected to the Committee on Nominations 
(Ty Curtis and Ed Stanton). 

CHURCH AND SOCIETY - Natalie Brooks spoke on her attendance at the National Con¬ 
ference on Justice Ministries. The written report was accepted (See Reports). 

RULES - Marion Gotschall requested that the Conference suspend the rules to consider 
the adoption of a proposal to add to Section A.2. Membership "United Methodist clergy 
who are appointed to serve United Methodist Churches in Alaska but who are not appointed 
by the National Division shall be considered Adjunct Members and shall be given voting 
rights in the Alaska Missionary Conference, except on matters of ordination, election of 
General and Jurisdicitional delegates, constitutional amendments or other general church 
concerns" and add to the same section after Paragraph 419. "shall be considered Collegial 
Members and ..The motion carried. 

PETITIONS — Dennis Holway and Legislative leaders reported on actions. 

Petition No. 4 - Alaska Pacific University Sunday. Concurrence. 

Petition No. 5 — Nuclear Freeze was amended and the maker of the motion to send the 
communications. It was adopted. 

Petition No. 6 — Development of a plan whereby all pastors would receive the same 
salary. It was adopted. 

Petition No. 7 — New Ministries spending limit in Anchorage area. Non-concurrence. 
Petition No. 8 — Listing of all salary and benefits of AMC clergy in the Journal. Amended 
by the inclusion of "organization" along with churches. Concurrence as amended. 

Petition No. 9 — Requirement of the Chairperson of Equitable Salary Commission. Re¬ 
ferred to the Rules Reference Counsel. 

Petition No. 10 — Peace with Justice Task Force. Concurrence as amended. 

Petition No. 11 — Congregations to be supportively aware of the establishment and work 
of the Alaska Native Reveiw Commission. Concurrence. 

Bishop McConnell read the citation from the Alaska State Senate to Arthur Knight for 
his service to the Senate as chaplain. Appreciation was given to Art and to all who have 
served as chaplain in the House or Senate. 

ORGANIZATIONAL MEETINGS OF CONFERENCE STANDING COMMITTEES 
SATURDAY EVENING, JUNE 16 

The Bishop's Reception and Banquet were held at the Tlingit-Haida Community Center. 
Reeves Havens was the master of ceremonies. Dramatic historical presentations on "Method¬ 
ism on the Frontier, Evangelism as a Way of Life." These were produced and directed by 
Chris and Gail Rutz. 

The Denman awards were presented by the Bishop and Superintendent. Recipient of the 
clergy award was John Garvin for his ministry at Alaska Children's Services and in the Con¬ 
ference. The lay award was presented posthumously to Willie Senungetuk of Nome. 
Recollections of experiences with Willie were shared by Debbie and John Pitney, John 
Shaffer, Bill Trudeau, Reeves Havens, and Thom Fassett. The Courtesy Report was given 
by Blythe and Ed Stanton. Thom Fassett presented the Superintendent's Report. Follow¬ 
ing the Banquet the Conference re-assembled at the North Light Church for another 
session. 

NEW MINISTRIES CAMPAIGN - Bob Smay presented the proposal for the New Ministries 
Campaign of $215,000.00 over a three-year period beginning January 1, 1985 to be con¬ 
ducted by Frank Whitt, Office of Finance and Field Service at the cost of $10,000.00. Ed 
Stanton moved that the proposal be referred back to the Committee for implementation 
one year later on the condition that a well laid plan be submitted at that time, and that the 
Alaska Builders' Club develop its materials and supported during the year of 1984-85 so that 
the funds would be used for church extension during the interim. The motion was seconded. 
Considerable discussion followed on this substitution motion and the original motion. 
Bishop McConnell requested permission of the Conference to speak from the chair on this 
matter. The Conference vote in support of this request of the Bishop. Bishop McConnell 
noted that the requests of special funds through the National Program Division have been 
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supported because the AMC also raised money in the last fund drive for New Ministries. If 
the Conference did not support this proposed plan, then the Bishop could not support our 
request for special funding for New Ministries. The vote on the substitute motion failed. 
Additional discussion was given of the original motion. Jon Langenwalter moved to amend 
the motion by raising the total of the campaign from $215,000.00 up to $500,000.00. The 
amendment was approved with one negative vote. The amended motion was approved by a 
I vote of 41 affirmative and 4 negative. 

Frank Whitt, Director of the New Ministries Campaign, described his role in this cam¬ 
paign and willingness to meet with local churches to assist them in their local church needs 
in addition to this campaign. 

NOME TAX CASE — Tom Dahl updated the Conference on his work in the appeal of this 
tax case and some of the implications of taxes on churches. He reported his appeal of the 
case before the Alaska Supreme Court in early June, 1984. 

NOMINATING COMMITTEE — The nominations for the Peace in Justice Task Force were 
elected. Additional nominations for Alaska Housing Ministries and Equitable Salary Com¬ 
mission were presented and elected. 

| PETITIONS — Marion Gotschall requested the suspension of the Rules for the consideration 
I of a Petition from the Juneau area on the subject of naming a Trident Nuclear Submarine. 
The motion to suspend the Rules was approved. Marion moved the approval of the petition. 
The motion was approved as amended. 

Barbara Shaffer moved that the delegates to the 1984 Jurisdictional Conference be em¬ 
powered to fill any vacancies as they occur on the Jurisdictional Nominating Pool. Adopted. 

John Damazio moved that all Annual Conference locations be chosen for the most cost 
effective and least hardship places. The motion was not adopted. 

It was moved that child care for children of all ages of the members of the Conference be 
provided at the Conference sessions. It was approved. 

The Conference Secretary moved that the 13th Session of AMC stands adjourned, sine 
I die, following worship on Sunday, June 17. The motion was approved at 11:48 p.m.

1 and 50% go for capital new church expenses. This is to be a unified campaign with monies 
divided 50/50 as received except for designated fund. Campaign costs are to be taken off the 
top per the agreement with the Office of Finance and Field Service." The motion was 
approved with 56 members present. The Conference adjourned at 12:59 p.m.

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V. REPORTS TO THE CONFERENCE 

A. BISHOP'S ADDRESS 

CELEBRATING THE PAST BY IMAGING THE FUTURE 
1984 Annual Conference — Bicentennial 

"In the past people were handsome and beautiful and great (now they are child¬ 
ren and dwarfs), but this is merely one of the many facts that demonstrate the 
disaster of an aging world. The young no longer want to study anything, learning 
is in decline, the whole world walks on its head, blind men led others equally 
blind and cause them to plunge into the abyss, birds leave the nest before they 
can fly, the jackass plays the lyre, oxen dance. Mary no longer loves the contem¬ 
plative life, and Martha no longer loves the active life. Leah is sterile, Rachel has a 
carnal eye, Cato visits brothels, Lucretius becomes a woman. Everything is on the 
wrong path." (Umberto Eco, The Name of the Rose) 

This quote from the bestselling novel of Umberto Eco, The Name of the Rose, spells 
out the quandry of our day fairly well, and places in context the setting for our experience 
as Christians. In this 200th year of "Grace and Freedom" in America we experience 
Methodism amidst all the fads and fashions, national issues, personalities, stresses, and 
demands of our day. The Wesleyan Way must make sense in a world where we feel things are 
on the wrong path, and be worthy of allegiance within the pantheon of religious groups and 
gurus which are actively offering salvation within any number of latest trend-setting, de¬ 
signer labeled packages. Religion, for many is a hot item in our nation; it sells well, and 
commands large audiences in church sanctuaries, Bible study groups in homes, offices, and 
restaurants, and in living rooms transformed into temples facing toward the television which 
serves both as altar and center pulpit. With all this company of present day religious com¬ 
patriots we Methodists gather to celebrate the continuing influence of John and Charles 
Wesley, Susanna Wesley, Frances Asbury, and the early American circuit riders. 

The values of a bicentennial celebration are many. One of them is that of allowing us to 
search our tradition and history to see not only where we came from religiously, but re¬ 
claiming those elements which might enable us to approach our religious experience in some 
renewed and more vigorous ways. When we review our Wesleyan roots I believe we can find 
images which can assist in doing just that. In our celebration of our history we can surface 
those images which served our parents-in-the-faith creatively, and hopefully can do so as 
reinterpreted in terms of our own day. What might these images be? 

1. UNDERSTANDING LIFE AS A RELIGIOUS PERSON 

The first image that comes to mind is that of enabling persons to understand life as a 
religious person. What does it mean to be religious? How does one experience the religious 
dimension of life? What part does the church have in the religious life? For those of us who 
are sitting here in this church this is probably not a particularly burning issue. We understand 
religion — at least to some extent. But there are increasing numbers of persons in our nation 
who do not know what is involved in the religious phenomenon. The same was obviously 
true of the Wesleys and Francis Asbury if history's recounting is correct. The Anglican 
Church was divorced from the great masses of people in any meaningful and directive way. 
It appears that our nation has "come of the same unfortunate age", and is in much the same 
dilemma, in spite of the latest poll which indicates a "high and pervasive interest in religion 
in America". According to a five-year study of religion in America coordinated by the 
National Council of Churches, and conducted by the Gallup Organization and the Princeton 
Religion Research Center, we find that over 60 million Americans say they believe in God 
and profess some type of religious experience. But many are choosing not to belong to 
churches and synagogues. It sounds intriguingly like Wesley's England. There is a readiness 
to believe in things religious, but a disinterest in pursuing it, or lack of knowledge of how to 
express it, or reluctance to join a church. 

The task of Methodism is what it always has been if this is the case. It is to enable people 
to see life religiously and theologically. That is, to place God within the center of one's total 
life experience and to see all of the components in terms of God's activity in life. Jack 
Seymour states it succinctly in an article last fall in Quarterly Review ; 

"Religion is the vehicle by which persons seek to understand the meaning of the 
sacred (the unconditional horizon) in their lives, and to embody the meaning of 
that encounter in faithful responses of religious vocation in the context of the 
religious community and in all of their life." 
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Religious orientation or perspective is not something we automatically "catch" in 
America as we grow up any more, just as we normally "catch" Measles and Small Pox and 
other childhood diseases. We have become a people without a common story or heritage of 
religious culture by which to interpret and direct our common human experience. We are 
not biblically grounded, nor do we have a common pool of experience in church-going. God 
is more often than not a missing ingredient in interpreting one's life experiences, and in 
translating the common experiences and events of our society in religious terms. What we 
appear to need is a ministry that helps people to get in touch with the activity and presence 
of The Divine in such ways that one understands oneself in terms of a religious self-identity. 
It needs to be taught, called forth, interpreted, explained, and shared. I suspect that this is 
true not only of the unchurched, but also of many within our churches who are finding 
their religious experience to have become uninforming and sterile. If one were to question 
those who have left the church, one of the reasons for their non-involvement at this point 
would surely be that of lack of clarity and imperative of the religious experience as con¬ 
ceived and practiced by our churches today. To quote further from the Gallup study: 
"The unchurched believe that most churches are not effective in helping people 
find meaning in life, and fail in their concern both with the spiritual part of faith 
as well as with social justice which should spring from it." 

Yet there is interest in the phenomenon of religion. We are intrigued by its possibilities 
and promises, and want to hear more. We are much like the young lady in one of Raymond 
Balcomb's stories who had just received a proposal of marriage. Her boyfriend tells her "I 
cannot give you wealth, like my friend Jerome Green, for I don't have a lot of money; I can¬ 
not offer you a Rolls Royce or a yacht like Jerome Green. But what I have, I offer to you; 
all the love and devotion of my life." The young woman considered this seriously for a 
while then said, "Well, I think I love you too; but tell me more about this Jerome Green." 

Our society appears to be saying to the church "Tell me more about your faith; share 
your religious experience with me; tell me about your church." Some people are saying this 
even as in Wesley's day. John Wesley responded to them in useful ways, as he did in a letter 
to Richard Morgan in 1734: 

"First, let us agree what religious is. It takes religion to be, not the bare saying 
over so many prayers, morning and evening, in public or in private; not anything 
superadded now and then to a careless or worldly life; but a constant ruling habit 
of soul, a renewal of our minds in the image of God, a recovery of the Divine 
likeness, a still-increasing conformity of heart and life to the pattern of our most 
holy Redeemer." 

In a society that is marked by disinterest in religious institutions and is unfamiliar with 
traditional spiritual disciplines, we need to develop the means of communicating our father- 
in-the-faith shared so persuasively and clearly. To take for granted a religious heritage or 
understanding of the religious life is dangerous, if not foolhardy. We are a "cut flower gen¬ 
eration" and are fast withering for lack of nourishing, edifying, useful interpretation. 
"Tell me more about this religious faith, this God of vours. this Jesus Christ, your Bible, and 
what it means to be a religious person." This is a Wesleyan image that we can reinterpret to¬ 
day. 

2. HELPING PEOPLE TO DEAL WITH THEIR SIN. FAILURE. AND LACK OF 
RESPECT AND HOPE FOR THEMSELVES 

A second image we can recover from our Wesleyan forbearers is that of helping people to 
recognize sin, and to deal with their senses of failure which create lack of respect and con¬ 
fidence in themselves. I am intrigued by the number of younger people in America today 
who have found their way into religious cults or evangelical or fundamentalist churches. One 
of the familiar comments for many of them about their religious pilgrimage is that they have 
learned for the first time that there is right and there is wrong, that there are ways of living, 
thinking, and acting that are destructive and sinful, and that they can live hopefully with 
these realities because Jesus Christ has created a means of grace which saves them from 
themselves and their sin. 

We know what it is that they are talking about - though we don't seem to talk about 
it much within our religious tradition anymore! Sin, alienation, separation from God, and 
from just about everyone of importance to us is a harsh reality to us all. The ability to 
create alienation and produce feelings of inadequacy, impotency, and failure is rampant in 
our society. The opportunity of participating in sinful acts and to live outside the ethical 
codes of traditional Judeo-Christian thought is not only allowed but encouranged. One of 
the main gifts that can be offered by Wesleyanism is that of taking people seriously in their 
sin, and assuring them that they are sinners, but are persons of worth and value in the sight 
of God and in the eyes of Christian people. Wesley knew this, and couched it within the 
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theological understanding of sin and grace. Sin against God r others, and oneself was a com* 
mon theme which struck response from the people who crowded his preaching places and 
participated weekly in Class Meetings. This was true of the early Methodism in this country 
as well. And it is a common need in our society today as well, and one that is unfortunately 
not dealt with directly, nor adequately, nor theologically in ways that heal and nurture, and 
renew persons. Without dealing with the reality of sin and its destructive seductiveness, if 
not violence, is to miss one of the most active ingredients in a person's feelings of unworth¬ 
iness and alienation. We are guilty of neglecting the conviction of sin, and likewise, miss the 
renewing and transforming power of grace as well. Early Methodism dealt with it, and the 
response regenerated countless thousands of persons in England and America in its early 
days. Indeed, it laid the courses of law and social practices, and governance which enabled 
and encouraged our present day ethical understandings of human rights. Can we do less? 
This is a powerful image which awaits our attention in creative and recuperative ways. 
3. FREEING PERSOMS FROM THE ARROGANCE OF SELF AND SOCIETY 
As our society has moved away from its common Judeo-Christian heritage it has substi¬ 
tuted for it a reliance on self and human-created values, structures, and understandings of 
goals and success. A Wesleyan image is that of freeing a person and society from the arro¬ 
gance of dependence on self and society. The surest way to fail in our lives, and as a society, 
is to become overdependent upon our own ability to create all the meaning that we need. 
Our highly technological and innovative world tends to think we can do all that we need in 
order to create our own satisfaction. It calls to mind H. L. Mencken's classic quote: 

"For every human problem there is a solution that is simple, neat, and wrong." 

It is easy to understand why we have learned to rely more and more on ourselves. 
Every human system and organization has failed us in its ability to deliver satisfactorily for 
us. Customs change, laws are revised, fashions change, morality shifts, relationships are 
transient. Finally a person is left with dependence basically on oneself, and perhaps a few 
human-created systems. If God and systems of religious faith, values, and ethics have never 
been experienced by someone, or that experience has not kept pace with the rest of one's 
life, and does not have satisfactory delivery systems of meaning, one tends to become in¬ 
creasingly dependent upon one's own capacity to create what meaning and success- 
orientation there is. It is interesting that as arrogant as one tends to become when one feels 
one is dependent soley upon oneself, this kind of dependence has the trait of casting a rov¬ 
ing eye. It searched constantly for something or someone else to come along that will help 
in the living of life and making sense of all its experiences. This can produce some rather 
strange matches with those causes and persons which offer to do just that! 

It is like the woman who went to a horse riding stable, convinced them to rent her a 
horse, and to deliver it to her home, take it in the front door, coax it down the hallway into 
the bathroom, and coerced it into the bathtub. When she was asked by the sweating per¬ 
formers of this rather improbable accomplishment why she wanted that horse in the 
bathtub she replied, "When my husband comes home from the office tonight, and asks me, 
as he has for the past 34 years, 'What's new. Honey?', I'll have an answer!" 

Some people are looking for answers so desperately that they'll turn almost anywhere to 
get away from the insecurity of dependence on themselves. They are susceptible to the 
promises of almost anything new, which can feed their selfishness, or guarantee them 
happiness and stability. 

What did John Wesley have to offer to those who were either too dependent on them¬ 
selves, or too ready to buy into just any solution or system? It was his ability to help people 
place their lives within the context of Biblical truth, tested by tradition of faith, and 
affirmed by countless person's own religious experience: 

"What is our fundamental doctrine? That the Bible is the whole and sole rule both 
of Christian faith and practice. Hence religion is an inward principle; that it is no 
other than the mind that was in Christ; or in other words, the renewal of the soul 
after the image of God, in righteousness and true holiness." 

This is, as it always has been for Methodists, the antidote to overdependence on self, and 
society. A good and necessary image that can bring renewal and vigour to people today: "re¬ 
newal of the soul after the image of God, in righteousness and true holiness." 
INTERLUDE You may feel by now that I have gone on quite long enough on this dis¬ 
course. But I have something more to say. I am reminded of Bishop Richard Whatcoat, one 
of the earliest of the bishops, serving with Francis Asbury. He is described by history as 
quiet and gentle, benevolent, but bewildered (a state not totally unfamiliar to me, at least 
the "bewildered" part). He was content to play second fiddle to Asbury, and did not seek 
status. There were, however, pleasures, and one of those was that of preaching. He loved to 
preach. However, Whatcoat apparently wss not much of a preacher, even though he enjoyed 
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it. Once he said to a congregation after he had preached for an hour, "I have forgotten my 
text, and I imagine you have too. So I will take another now/' He did, and preached another 
hour! 

So I would like to change the focus a little, and talk briefly about the people to whom 
| the early message of Methodism was addressed, and the style. 

WHO_DO WE NEED TO REACH WITH THE WESLEYAN IMAGES TODAY ? 

The early Methodists targetted those people they felt must be won for Christ, and then 
tailored their message and style to that purpose. First, it would be logical to assume that we 
need to reach those who are already within our United Methodist Churches more effec¬ 
tively. There are those of faith within our church who are finding their experience to be 
unproductive, unfulfilling, stifling, and sterile. In the style of the Wesleys, Asbury and the 
early American preachers and laity, the message and its style of being offered brought 
renewal and vitality to those who were already within the fold of the church. Both the mes¬ 
sage and the style were important — and are so today. They aimed at the personal religious 
needs as well as the context within which a person or society lived. This wholistic approach 
to personal piety and social justice was life-giving and invigorating. It opened all kinds of 
new possibilities to people already in the church, but'who were not finding that experience 
j to be transforming and directive. 

I Emphasis on personal knowledge of and involvement with the Bible, empowered by a 
vital prayer life, and supported by fellow Christians in the Class Meeting. A linking of intel¬ 
lect with the emotional levels of a person's life. This image is useful to us today. There 
1 are many within our churches today who are awaiting and needing something beyond the 
sometimes sterile message and uninspired style, and meaningless organization of our church. 

| This lack of relevant message coupled with unattractive and unpersuasive style is oppressive 
! snd distressing to laity and ministers alike. The need of re-visioning our religious life within 
the church for those who are already among the faithful/hopeful is essential. 

A second group we can speak to are those who have been involved with the church at 
i one time but are no longer active. Various studies reveal an openess and willingness to re¬ 
affiliate with a church again if there is a seriousness in approach to theology which is explic¬ 
itly and usefully related to life, if there are meaningful personal relationships within the 
local church, and if the organizational structure and style of governance is “user friendly" to 
coin a computer-age term. Specifically, if the system and organizing of the. religious is a 
| RAM system allowing for access to the system for changing, deleting, adding, rearranging, 
j and updating; rather than a ROM system which has no access, allows for no change, im¬ 
provement, or personal input. There are people who will come back if we go after them, and 
I provide the religious experience that will fit their lives. 

A third group in our society with whom we can share our religious experience and 
church is the second and even third generation unchurched. I have spoken about this in 
| various settings in the annual conference before, so I will not dwell on it long. To assume 
i that we can reach those who are unfamiliar with the church through our usual programming 
j and evangelistic methods is wishful and dead ended thinking. We cannot, and we won't. 

| They don't know what we are talking about. We United Methodists have not been very suc- 
[ cessful in reaching such people. Our message is not appropriate to where they are and who 
I they are. We have not taken the time or made the effort to determine what will impact their 
j lives in compelling ways. Yet, we Methodists have a heritage of this kind of missionary 
ability and zeal! John Wesley moved into field preaching, which he found abhorent at first. 
Circuit Riders developed the means of dealing with vastness and unconnectedness of frontier 
mentality and need. We can find, and must find, the way of reaching these unchurched. I 
would challenge each minister and congregation to find two families, or persons, this year, 
and to bring them into the church. Learn from experience, and share what you have learned 
with all of us. They and the Christ need each other! And we are the ambassadors capable of 
bringing them together. 

The fourth group living around all of our churches is the ethnic minority population. It 
is rapidly increasing, and we need to find the ways of sharing our religious faith and institu¬ 
tion with them. Of the twelve states experiencing the most rapid population group in the 
nation, nine are in our own Western Jurisdiciton, The potentially most rapidly growing seg¬ 
ment is that of ethnic minority populations. We need to deal with our white racism, our 
traditional ways of living without color, and find the ways of providing the opporutnity for 
them to feel that Methodism is for them. It is our great frontier in our day and age. The 
Colorful United Methodist Church awaits us, and it will be an exciting and enriching experi¬ 
ence for all of us. 

QQMC_.kUSLQ.hl ; Well friends, my time is gone, and probably so is my welcome! I have 
chosen several texts, in the style of my brother Bishop Whatcoat, and have labored overlong 
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on them at your expense. No doubt I have suggested the obvious and overelucidated that 
which you have already known. Indeed, I have broken one of John Wesley's admonitions 
concerning preaching in a letter to Mrs. Johnston in 1777: 

'"If any of the preachers exceed their time (about an hour in the whole service), I 
hope you will always put them in mind of what is the Methodist rule. People 
imagine the longer the sermon is the more good it will do. This is a grand mistake. 

The help done on earth, God doeth it Himself; and he doth not need that we 
should use many words." 

We have revisited several images which have served the Wesleyan family well for these two 
hundred years, and which can enlighten and direct our journey ahead: 

Understanding life as a religious person 
Dealing helpfully with sin and grace 

Freeing persons and society from arrogance of self and society 
Reaching people on their terms and turf 

What a mission! Can we do it today? Can we meet the frontiers of our day as adequately 
and powerfully as those who have gone before? It will take a lot of dedication, creativity, 
and love. 

The words of John Wesley encourage us concerning this love: 

"Methodism! . . . This old religion is no other than love, the love of God and of 
all God's people . . . This love is the great medicine of life, the never-failing 
remedy of all the vices of God's people. Where love is, there are virtue and hap¬ 
piness going hand in hand." 

(Sermon at the Foundation of City Road Chapel) 

May it ever be so! 

B. LAITY ADDRESS - MARION GOTSCHALL, CONFERENCE LAY LEADER 

I am grateful for the opportunity you have given me to serve as lay leader of this Confer¬ 
ence for the past three years. It has been a time of growth, new insight and awareness; an 
opportunity to observe and experience the United Methodist Church from a different per¬ 
spective. It has been a time of searching, of frustration, of tensions, of support, of caring. 

When I took on this job I wasn't sure what to do. There wasn't enough travel money to 
visit all the churches in Alaska. I don't do well as a Mistress of Ceremonies. What was ex¬ 
pected of me? I read the Discipline. I looked at other (ay leaders at the Association meetings 
in Nashville. There really are few female role models and I'm not comfortable with tradi¬ 
tional male roles. It was all pretty nebulous. It was always back to my decision about the 
direction I was to go. I had to discover what I was to do. And I believe this is a job you take 
seriously. 

Many of you may have shared similar experiences as lay leaders in local churches. How 
do we know what is expected? It is easy to point out faults of others you've observed or to 
criticize but what can we do in a positive vein? 

Earlier this year I attended the Association meeting for Annual Conference Lay Leaders 
—always an experience in itself. You feel not only culture shock but you feel you came 
from a vast wilderness empty of civilization and not worthy of consideration. There are 
perceptions that the church and the world are centered in the southeastern United States. 
But I'll share with you some of the ideas I gleaned as we talked about accountability. These 
ideas originate with Haviland Houston of the Board of Church and Society, who gave us 
real insight. I think these all quite worthy of your consideration as the leadership of the 
United Methodist Church in Alaska. 

First, we are accountable to know — not only to know who we are and whose we are, 
but to know that God loves all people. To know about systemic sin as well as individual sin, 
to know the difference between the jubilee and capitalism. We must know the difference 
between Christian conversion and evangelical nationalism, between peace with justice and 
the rhetoric of national security. You have heard that we are becoming an information 
society. Someone said we have such a great desire to acquire knowledge while at the same 
time not wanting to know anything. United Methodists know where are injustices that need 
to be corrected in this world. 

We are accountable to wrestle with the issues, to think and contemplate, to stand back 
and look at the greater picture. Conflicts have sometimes occurred in our churches when we 
have done this. But the struggle must go on. One of the things that the church has done is 
often relegate men to the finance committee or the building committee rather than give 
them opportunities to discuss and reflect on critical issues in light of the gospel. United 
Methodist Women on the other hand has done a good job of involving women in this exer- 
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cise. They do the most education for laity of any organization in our denomination and per¬ 
haps others as well. Why not get more of this kind of thing going in our Conference? 

We of course are accountable to lead. We must be willing to be out in front some of the 
time, to take the initiative, to speak out, to take responsibility, to take risks. I found you 
often make it possible for someone else to take risks if you are willing to do it yourself. 
We must also recognize there are different styles, we don't all have to be alike. 

We are accountable to call things into question in the church, to call the church's atten¬ 
tion to those things that are missing or are in conflict with the gospel. Prophets of old had a 
twofold task - to name the idols and to call the people back to God. Thomas Merton has 
said that the leadership of the church has the responsibility to proclaim the prophetic word. 

I think that includes lay leadership as well as clergy leadership. We need to recover the 
understanding and experience of evangelism, discipleship, stewardship and prophetic wit¬ 
ness. 

We are accountable to move toward those things that are the most troubling and that we 
know the least about. Don't take someone else's opinion for everything, begin a research 
project of your own. Read everything you can on a troubling subject. Don't just oppose 
something because everyone else is. I was challenged some time ago by issues like racism, 
feminism, homosexuality, peace. I found many books to read, tried to be open to all the 
information I could find. Don't harbor and cultivate your own ignorance and biases. Read 
everything you can find. Listen. Delve into scripture. But try to understand the context. 
Search your church library or the public library. 

We are accountable to ask. If we need something, we need to ask — if we need training, 
if we need to talk, or need information — we need to ask. Maybe others have the same need 
and this will be the start of something creative. Don't be hesitant. 

We need to meet with individuals we don't ordinarily meet or associate with. We need to 
be open, to listen and to try to understand other viewpoints. At the same time we need to 
be able to articulate our faith, our concerns and our care for each other. 

Jim Wallis, in his book "Call to Conversion" says we are part of a self-centered culture 
and therefore a self-centered religion. Don't ask what Jesus can do for you but how you can 
fit into God's plan for the world. We need to build community. In fact God's purpose in 
Christ is to establish a new community that points to the plan of God for the world. Com¬ 
munity is the basis of all Christian living. The community of faith enables us to resist the 
pressures of our culture and to genuinely proclaim something new in its midst. Community 
can be the demonstration and the incarnation of a new word of renewal preached to the 
churches. Community is where we struggle in conflict, pain and anguish but also where we 
find new freedom, deep healing, great love and joy as the power of conversion is experi¬ 
enced. Community helps us to grow in truth, wholeness and holiness. The principle cause of 
the church's accommodation to the values and spirit of our age is the fragmentation of our 
common life. We are easy prey because we are generally rootless and confused. We are 
seduced by a way of thinking, a way of living that is irreconcilable with the lordship of 
Christ. 

Finally, we are accountable to be loyal to the church, to stand by it and because of that 
loyalty, judge its words and deeds. 

There are some things that I hope we can emphasize in this Conference. I hope we can 
cultivate, affirm, enable and facilitate sincere Christian lay persons to build community, 
work for justice and peace, to grow and learn and to support clergy persons as enablers, 
facilitators and spiritual leaders and inspire each other to greater depths of commitment and 
spirituality — to be the community of faith in this great land. 

I will continue to seek ways to assist lay persons to identify, acknowledge and affirm 
their strengths and weaknesses, skills, talents and individual ministry in the church. I hope 
you will take seriously your call to conversion, your own journey of faith and an accept¬ 
ance of your accountability as a Christian and a United Methodist in Alaska. With God's 
help we can be the community of faith that is needed in this Conference. 

C. SUPERINTENDENT'S ADDRESS 

Thom White Wolf Fassett 

Bishop McConnell, members, guests and friends, I am happy to reflect together with you 
on our journey of faith together and the ministry to which we are called by Jesus Christ. 

Central to our life and order together is our understanding of the doctrine of the minis¬ 
try of all Christians and our covenant with one another to be in ministry and mission to¬ 
gether through the United Methodist Church. Our Book of Discipline reminds us that "This 
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general ministry of all Christians in Christs' name and spirit is both a gift and a task. The gift 
is God's unmerited grace; the task is ministering service." (No. 105) 

As a people of covenant and discipline, we call ourselves to be accountable to God and 
to one another as to our faithfulness and responsiveness to this ministry. 

I. The General Ministry 

To the general ministry of all Christians, God has given the gift of the world and the task 
to convince "the world of the reality of the gospel or leave it unconvinced. There can be no 
evasion or delegation of this responsibility; the church is either faithful as a witnessing and 
serving community or it loses its vitality and its impact on an unbelieving world." (No. 106) 

A. The Faith 

We have been entrusted with the "faith which was once delivered to the saints" (Jude 3) 
and are called to accountability as to our faithfulness in nurturing sound doctrine. While we 
affirm our theological pluralism, we have become aware that many of our people have been 
"tossed to and fro by many winds of doctrine" which cannot stand the test of the Wesleyan 
quadrilateral: revealed in Scripture, illuminated by tradition, made alive in personal experi¬ 
ence and confirmed by reason. 

"The uniqueness of Christianity is the revelation by God in and through Jesus Christ. 
The Holy Bible makes clear this revelation. Therefore, the study of and the emphasis on the 
scriptures must be the foundation of all we believe, all we plan and all we do." (Episc. Add. 
1980 G.C.) How startling it was to hear the Council of Bishops pronounce those words, 
more startling still is it to hear from lay persons that there are few Bible studies being con¬ 
ducted in their churches. 

Through the efforts of the Curriculum Resources Committee of the General Church, new 
children and youth Bible studies devoting special attention to small membership church 
school classes and teaching methods needed for these classes have been developed. Still, we 
find an extraordinary absence of these kinds of materials in use today in our churches. 

We need to provide training for our teachers and joint venture with them in this wonder¬ 
ful learning process — enabling the church to grow in grace and understanding. 

B. Social Gospel 

For over two generations the Biblical concepts of Shafome have been thwarted by the 
paranoia of the military powers of the world who have induced the escalation of research 
and production of conventional and nuclear weapons. While talking peace, the world has 
prepared for and engaged in war — edging ever closer to the possibility of a nuclear holo¬ 
caust. 

As the person responsible for the United Methodist program of Peace with Justice during 
the previous quadrennium, I am aware that the sentiment was more on the lip than in the 
program budget. We must launch a massive effort in our churches to raise the issue of peace 
with justice which will help us to see that we cannot arm for peace any more than we can 
burn the village to save it. 

We must begin to learn basic Christian economics which tell us that there is no justice 
without peace — that as long as we "arm for peace" millions will go hungry, the poor will 
grow poorer and the world will become increasingly uninhabitable as humankind exploits 
its natural resources for evil purposes. 

C. Ethnic Minority Local Church 

We rejoice that the missional priority will continue its focus on the Ethnic Minority 
Local Church for the next quadrennium. The missional life of Alaska calls our churches to 
be in ministry with Ethnic and Minority persons in deliberate and determined ways. 

The Korean Ministry, though slowed by unexpected work permit requirements, con¬ 
tinues to be in our vision. And we rejoice with the Alaska Native ministries committee as 
they move closer to a vision which has been long in coming. Their years of planning, sacri¬ 
ficial giving, hard work and determination exemplify their commitment to Christ and the 
church. In spite of extraordinary road-blocks, they help us become a whole people of God, 
enlarging and strengthening our life together as United Methodists. 

As they work toward establishing an ecumenical native ministry in Anchorage, they need 
more support from the conference not less, to meet the needs of large numbers of native 
persons. 

D. Evangelism 

Why is it that only when there appears to be a slightly declining membership that we 
heighten our interest in evangelism? And with that, a definition of evangelism which is 
perceived as bringing more people into our middle class churches to help fill the pews and 
pay the bills. 

The divine imperative is to communicate the gospel to the world! No one becomes a 
Christian unless she/he understands what Christianity is saying. Evangelism embraces each 
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and every way we communicate the grace of God through Jesus Christ. 

We begin with a personal relationship with a personal God. We then evangelize by com¬ 
municating by our words and actions that God loves us and cares for us. 

By whatever means we communicate and live our commitments, it is our faithfulness to 
the message for which we are held accountable. We must, more intentionally, think through 
how lay witness missions, support groups, study groups, prayer groups, and social action 
groups will help us share the "good news." 

II. The Representative Ministry 

There is clearly a crisis in spiritual leadership in the United Methodist Church today 
among bishops, superintendents, and pastors — as well as crisis in stewardship. 

"Within the people of God, there are those who are called to the representative minis¬ 
try — ordained and diaconal." (Book of Disc. No. 107) 

In the Alaska Missionary Conference, we strive toward an excellence in mission through 
our ordained ministers and through our diaconal ministers, deaconesses, and home mission¬ 
aries. 

In each case, we have a prophetic role to play which must not be diminished by lacka¬ 
daisical attitudes toward service. Rather, we have been charged with spreading the fire that 
God cast upon the earth. We are the carriers of the embers — spreading the word of God 
wherever we go. This is not an endeavor for the timid or faint hearted. 

Those who serve in Alaska — be they ordained or lay home missionaries, must do so with 
determination and a clear understanding of the task before us. 

Together, we will clarify our ministries, together, we shall come to understand the nature 
of collegiality. Together, we will learn how to re-enforce each other's ministry. And to¬ 
gether, as ordained and lay home missionaries, we will discover how to enable our local 
church lay persons to minister and to take responsibility themselves for the endless tasks in 
Christ's church that we ourselves may have carried far too long. 

III. The Ministry of the Local Church 

It is within the local church community that the redemptive fellowship of believers gen¬ 
erates faith and action. I have seen across this conference evidence of deepening faith 
commitments, sincere searching for authentic Christian discipleship and a quest for means to 
express that faith through ministry and mission. 

Some signs of good health have been noted. Involvement in Bible study and spiritual re¬ 
treats, the creation of the hew churches — St. Paul in Fairbanks and First Church in Wasitla 
— both coming together so quickly and strongly that one cannot doubt the timeliness of 
their birth. The lay people of St. Paul are to be congratulated for doing such superb work in 
identifying their ministry, defining who they are in mission and becoming the first self- 
supporting church born in the history of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

Pastor Christian and the lay people in Wasilla First are to be commended for their tena¬ 
city in holding together, meeting in the evenings in the public library until now — as a 
project of their labors, they are erecting a house of worship on the six acres of land pur¬ 
chased in the spring through funds from the National Program Division of the General Board 
of Global Ministries. 

As the supervising elder of clergy and lay home ministries, I am looking forward to a 
year of closer working relationships; more frequent visits and a greater opportunity to 
understand how we establish and nourish collegial relationships and, together, fathom our 
joint spiritual responsibilities. 

As United Methodists, we are called to understand the value of our connectional system 
and call of ministry which ordains itinerant clergy. It is also our responsibility to assist local 
churches to understand the history, nature, policy and doctrine of the United Methodist 
Church. 

In too many cases, persons are attending and joining our churches with little or no in¬ 
struction in the history and present practices of the United Methodist Church. This fact 
tends to promote a sense of autonomy or Congregationalism in local parishes which denies 
the annual conference as the central organizational unit of the United Methodist Church. 

It is essential that we re-capture, in this 200th year of Methodism, what it is we are 
about and who we are as people called Methodists. As clergy and lay home missionaries, we 
must hold ourselves mutually accountable for assisting local churches to participate in a 
United Mission. Local churches are not in ministry to simply serve themselves. We are to be 
united in mission and it is our task as ministers all to see that this happens. 

Finally, as pastors, we need to perfect our pastoral skills and embrace our ability to 
teach all people where they live. We need a more active and assertive calling ministry — and I 
speak not simply of visiting the ill, the hospitalized, the aged. When I speak of a calling min¬ 
istry, I am speaking of the very old fashioned notion of knocking on doors and talking face 
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to face with all peoples in all neighborhoods. Many of our churches are sadly lacking this 
kind of ministry and they are suffering the effects. 

I have been pleased to find pastoral leadership involved in their communities in substan¬ 
tive ways. I have been enlightened and blessed by strong preaching and genuine and caring 
sensitivity to human need. I have been gratified to find good organization and conscientious 
ministry sometimes stretching beyond ordinary expectations. I have been fortified by some¬ 
times daring acts of commitment. I have been warmed by the touch of partnership in 
ministry which draws all of us so closely together in common bond. 

IV. Ministry of the Conference 

The connectional link for us between local church and general church ministries is the 
Alaska Missionary Conference. It is this missionary conference which enables us to be direc¬ 
tly involved in ministries of healing, nurturing and caring on college campuses, programs for 
youth and the elderly, in hospitals, on campsites and in jails. 

And we shall proceed with a planning process which will help us plan in a comprehensive 
manner, while no decisions are to be held in abeyance during this time, we will be address¬ 
ing issues which may reflect some new directions and raise questions we might prefer not be 
asked. Ultimately we hope the planning process will allow the right hand to see what the left 
hand is doing. 

Finally, the conference office is not adequate for the needs of all seven of us and we 
shall attempt to shift our activity there to provide us with more space. I can only thank 
Mary Lou Hollett, Glenna Getz, and Ralph Amouak for their patience in the situation. I also 
want to thank them for superb assistance which goes well beyond the call of duty. 

With Mary Lou now serving as Conference Treasurer, we are placing responsibility where 
it should reside and with it the accountability so necessary for finances. And thanks too go 
to Lina Perry who has served as treasurer these past years. 

CONCLUSION 

"And God's gifts were that some should be apostles, some prophets, some evangelists, 
some pastors and teachers for the equipment of the saints, for the work of ministry, for 
the building of the Body of Christ, until we attain to the unity of the faith and the know¬ 
ledge of the Son of God, to maturity, to the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ. 
(Eph. 4:12) 

What a wondrous and glorious ministry God had entrusted to us. Thanks be to God! 

D. BOARD OF TRUSTEES - BEA SHEPARD 

The Alaska Missionary Conference did not incorporate until 1977, but this was mainly 
because, historically, there has been very little property to be responsible for. 

In the "olden days" the National Division of the Board of Missions was a sort of pater¬ 
nalistic "godfather" (Is that connotation all right??) and was more than willing to handle all 
our property matters. Since it was their policy (and is?) to deal directly with the Superin¬ 
tendent, it has been easy for the Superintendent AND the Trustees to bypass the Trustees in 
much of the business that should be their concern. 

However, since the philosophy of the Board of Trustees has always been that we feel 
that the local churches are capable of handling their own affairs and know their own situa¬ 
tions and circumstances better than we as the Conference Board of Trustees and better than 
it would be possible for an office in New York to know and understand, we made one of 
our priorities to develop a system by which the local churches could obtain title to their 
own properties. About 1980 such a system was developed through the Consultation process 
and guidelines were printed in the Conference yearbook, giving directions as to how a local 
church may obtain title to its property. Since then several of the Alaska churches have gone 
through the process and have received their title. We encourage all self-supporting churches 
in the Conference to do this. 

I said that there was very little property for the Trustees of the Conference to be respon¬ 
sible for. However, in a way, we FEEL responsible for all the Methodist property in Alaska, 
whether the title be held by the local church or institution, by the Conference, or by the 
National Division of the Board of Global Ministries. Strangely enough, in many cases in 
Alaska it is not yet clear to us who holds the title, or even occasionally — if there is a title — 
or land. 

It appears that we still own land in Hyder, we think. The church building, abandoned 
for many years, is still on the land — but apparently we sold the building years ago for$1, 
with the provision that it be removed from our land ... It is not clear to us whether or not 
we still own land in Unga or Sand Point ... We know there is LOTS of Methodist land in 
Unalaska, with the title in New York . . .The last I knew (and things do change) we owned 
the land in Trapper Creek, and the National Division owned the building ... In one place 
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somebody built on land we owned and in another it seems that we may be partly on land 
someone else owns ... 

These are just some examples of why we feel the need to do a comprehensive research 
project on all Methodist property in Alaska ... and we have begun to work on this. It WILL 
take time! 

Apparently records are not complete in some areas ... In others they don't seem to exist 
at all. (As a historian I came upon a simple deed for property - Methodist — in Skagway, 
dated 1900. I showed it to a friend who is a lawyer specializing in real estate, and asked 
him just what it was. He said, "Oh, that'll be a simple job. I'll look it up for you." That was 
months ago, and he's still looking. In fact, he's baffled.) So you can see the kind of program 
we're undertaking. 

I thought we were getting a good boost in the right direction in July of 1982 when sev¬ 
eral members of the National Division Board came to Alaska and traveled throughout the 
state in the company of members of the Alaska Missionary Conference Board of Trustees, 
visiting all the "active" Methodist property (and Unalaska). We met with pastors. Admin¬ 
istrative Boards, and other interested persons, obtained much information on the properties, 
and when we were finished, all the information collected, informational forms and other 
materials, were turned over to the National Division as they promised to compile the infor¬ 
mation and issue a report, and send it to us. We are still waiting, though not patiently. The 
Division has been contacted several times concerning this, but no report has been received. 
Actually, if we could obtain copies of the material we gathered, we could compile our own 
report, which would be of great value to us. 

Mary Lou Hollett has given us some invaluable help, going through the property records 
in the Mission Office and sending us copies of them. We hope to make a summary of these 
records, and maybe — if we can get the property visitation material from the National Divi¬ 
sion to update our records, we may feel that we are getting somewhere. 

E. CONFERENCE-WIDE PLANNING 

The 1983 session of the Alaska Missionary Conference authorized a Steering Committee 
to develop a process for Conference-wide Planning. A modest budget was provided and com¬ 
mittee members were elected by the Conference. With consultation and funding from the 
National Division, the Committee met three times during the year. The major commitment 
of time and resources was for an intensive strategic planning workshop led by the Center for 
Parish Development involving 28 lay and clergy leaders. 

THEOLOGICAL PERSPECTIVE: 

The people of God, now called United Methodists, have made a faithful response to the 
needs of Alaska for more than a century in establishing local churches and institutions. 
These ministries have called persons to discipleship and improved the quality of life in the 
areas of higher education, health care, care of children and community development. 

As we prepare to enter a second century, we affirm our belief in God who participates 
in history and leads us into the future calling us to faithfulness as disciples of Jesus Christ in 
our concern for all persons and wholeness, peace and justice in the structures of society. 
GOAL: 

To initiate an ongoing conference-wide planning process for the Alaska Missionary Con¬ 
ference which will provide direction for ministry in our second century. 

OVERVIEW: 

During the year 1984-85, the committee envisions a dynamic and interactive process in¬ 
volving conference level and local church planning groups that will collect data and begin to 
analyze it. The data gathering effort is to identify patterns and trends among the people 
with whom we are, or ought to be, in mission in Alaska. It will focus on statewide, areawide, 
and local community groupings. Our task will be to compile a strategic profile for each local 
church and ministry, and a composite profile for the Conference. The data is intended to in¬ 
form us about ourselves — to tell us who we are, what problems and opportunities we face. 

The year 1985-86, will be devoted to identifying the role and mission of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference and its various constituent parts — local churches and committees, 
boards and councils. As part of that effort, the identification of areas of particular import¬ 
ance for mission will be emphasized. These will be developed using the strategic profile data 
gathered in the first year and will be called "key result areas." 

Beyond the first two years, the emphasis will be on developing methods for making an 
impact in the Key Result Areas and on continuing the process. This will involve staying in 
touch with the changing scene and identifying new Key Result Areas. 

A schedule for carrying out the specific activities designed to implement the process dur¬ 
ing the first two years is included with this report in graphic form. 
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INFORMATION: 

In order to implement the stated goal, we need to agree on a few basic concepts to facili¬ 
tate our communication. 

The following definitions will provide us with a basic vocabulary: 

1) Planning: a process of making decisions. 

2) Formal Planning: an established and agreed-upon method of making decisions in a 
patterned manner. 

3) Strategic Decisions: decisions that have long-term effects and that are almost impos¬ 
sible to reverse without great cost. 

4) Operational Decisions: decisions with short-term implications that can be reversed 
with relatively little cost. 

5) Planning Horizon: the span of time required to implement a decision. 

It is essential that the church be able to distinguish between operational and strategic de¬ 
cisions. The challenge to the church is to be clear and intentional about planning that we 
may be faithful and accountable to each other and God's vision. The process will maximize 
participation of all church members and.reap benefits for the local church and the confer¬ 
ence as a whole. 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

It is proposed that a Conference-Wide Planning Steering Committee be elected by the 
Conference. The Committee on Nominations, Reference and Council will nominate up to 13 
persons to serve on this committee. In addition, the following ex-officio members will be 
members of the committee: one youth who is President of CCYM with vote, the Chair¬ 
person of CCOM with vote. Native Ministries Committee member with vote, a member of 
CCFA without vote, the Superintendent of the AMC with vote, one staff conference person 
without vote, and a National Division Staff person without vote. The committee will be in¬ 
clusive of all geographical areas of the conference, laity and clergy, women and men, 
institutional representation, and ethnic minority persons. 

In the event that a committee member cannot finish a term of office on the committee, 
the CCOM will be authorized to fill vacancies between sessions of the AMC to maintain the 
given balance and representations. 

The Steering Committee is empowered to implement and install the planning process, to 
coordinate the process at all levels, to receive and expend funds, to choose and direct staff, 
and to contract with persons and agencies. 

The Steering Committee shall select a Strategic Planning Coordinator, a funded staff 
position accountable to the Steering Committee and responsible administratively to the 
AMC Superintendent. 

The Center for Parish Development will be contracted to provide consultative services. 
The committee was very satisfied with the workshop presented in March, 1984, and recom¬ 
mends the continuation of these services.

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F. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE EPISCOPACY AND SUPERINTENDENCY 
Art Edwards, Chairperson 

In Alaska this committee combines the functions of what in most Annual Conferences 
are two separate committees: The Conference Committee on the Episcopacy and the Com¬ 
mittee on District Superintendency. The responsibilities of those committees are as follows: 
"Conference Committee on Episcopacy" Paragraph 725,1980 Discipline 
"Committee on ... Superintendency" Paragraph 740,1980 Discipline 
The district committee and the district superintendent shall engage in an annual consul¬ 
tation and appraisal of the work of the district superintendent in the district and shall serve 
in an advisory relationship with the bishop of the area. 

There are some parallels between the functioning of the joint conference committee and 
the pastor-parish committee in the local church. To assist in the process of communications 
and feedback all members of the committee are available for input from members of the 
Missionary Conference as well as individuals in local churches. 

Tasks for this committee in 1984 include a recommendation to the Jurisdictional Com¬ 
mittee on the Episcopacy, an evaluation procedure for the bishop and superintendent, and 
additional specific tasks as assigned (such as the profile of conference leadership needs pre¬ 
pared to indicate the leadership style desired by the Alaska Missionary Conference or 
recommendations on Mission House administration). 

G. CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON YOUTH MINISTRIES - DENNIS HOLWAY, ADVISOR 
Our past year was highlighted by several events. A delegation of seven youth attended 

annual conference where Glenn Getz was elected to a second term as the CCYM President. 
In August, three youth (Glenn Getz: First Church, Anchorage; Mary Bourdon: Nome; Joyce 
Nouwens: Sitka) along with Dennis Holway attended the National Youth Ministry Organiza¬ 
tion bi-annual meeting at Syracuse University. One of the highlights of the convocation was 
meeting youth from throughout the United States and in particular from the Oklahoma 
Indian Missionary Conference. Just twelve days later the CCYM hosted their own Youth- 
Adult Leadership Training Event at Alaska Pacific University. The three-day experience was 
led by Bill Wolf and Bob Cagle of the Board of Discipleship. There was representation from 
eleven of our Alaska churches from Ketchikan to Nome. 

Two other ongoing events were carried out through the organizational efforts of specific 
churches and individuals. During Christmas vacation, winter camps/convocations were held 
in Ketchikan and at Camp Birchwood. Karen Young co-ordinated the Southeast convo and 
at Birchwood, Dee-dee Clark was dean of the junior high snow camp and Dennis Holway 
co-ordinated the Christmas gathering of senior highers. Also, in March, a Confirmation camp 
was held at Birchwood. John Forney, Nancy Fassett, and Glenn Getz provided the leader¬ 
ship and John and Barbara Shaffer prepared the meals. 

As we look toward the coming year, it already appears that we will have a full contingent 
of youth participating at Annual Conference in Juneau. We'll also be sending a delegation of 
two youth and one adult to Boise, Idaho, to be part of the Western Jurisdictional Youth 
Convocation, July 14-16th. Although local church's often struggle to maintain their youth 
group, there is a continuing effort on the conference level to maintain our connectional tie 
as well as further enhance youth ministry at the local level. 

H. CONFERENCE COUNCIL ON MINISTRIES - DENNIS HOLWAY, CHAIRPERSON 
During the past year, our Conference Council on Ministry has met three times. The 

Council continues to struggle with how to respond to the dictates of Annual Conference 
while at the same time attempting to respond to program priorities which have surfaced 
through the use of various surveys and work area concerns. Even though the Council is 
limited by time and energy the Conference Council on Ministries proceeds to address the 
varied issues and, whenever possible, to respond to them in positive ways. 

Some of the major issues currently being addressed are in the area of Lay Care Ministry, 
Outdoor Ministry, Christian Education, and Alaska United Methodist history project and 
Bicentennial celebration, and continual upgrading of the Conference Program Director posi¬ 
tion. Much of the October meeting was spent discussing Advance Special applications, and 
after following a lengthy procedure, seventeen requests were recommended to the National 
Division. Through the communication area, a new video camera was purchased to go along 
with our V.H.S. recorder. Through the efforts of the Global Ministry co-ordinator, Omar 
and Eva Hartzler, former missionaries to Africa, itinerated throughout Alaska. Their pre¬ 
sence contributed to a greater understanding of our world mission and coincided with the 
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United Methodist Women's emphasis on Central Africa. 

Looking ahead to the '84~'85 program year one sees an anticipated emphasis in the area 
of Christian Education ... in particular, a conference teacher training program. Much prog¬ 
ress is being made in the area of Native ministry and the Council desires to be supportive of 
the innovative work of the Native Ministry Committee. There are plans developing for 
another Youth-Adult Leadership Training event in 1985. The Council is also attempting to 
find ways of being supportive of Bea Shepard's efforts to publish a book on the history of 
Methodism in Alaska. We also look forward to another Lay Clergy retreat in 1985. 

In conclusion, a word of thanks needs to be extended to Glenna Getz for her continued 
leadership to the Council as well as to the Conference. Without her diligence, much of the 
ongoing ministry of the Council would not be possible. Thanks, Glenna! 

L CONFERENCE MISSIONARY SECRETARY AND GLOBAL MINISTRIES CHAIR¬ 
PERSON - JANET KUSSART 

This past year I have tried to keep all the pastors and mission chairs abreast of mission 
needs of the total church — National, World, and UMCOR (United Methodist Committee on 
Relief) either via letter and/or The Great land NewsCache. Hunger (at home and abroad), 
African Church Growth and Development and the Asian Rural Institute (ARI) were three 
main areas of need. As of December 30, 1983, churches and individuals of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference had given $4,636.02 toward the $5,000.00 goal for ARI. That is a great 
accomplishment and I want to thank everyone who gave and encourage others who have not 
given to do so — the goal is so close. Our 1983 year-end Advance report shows an increase of 
$2,300.98 from 1982. The breakdown looks like this:

World Division 2,333.88 

National Division 1.806.25 

$12,801.68 

You are again to be congratulated, and I encourage you to keep up the good work in 
1984. Also, I want to encourage all churches and individuals who give to The Advance pro¬ 
jects to go through the proper channels by sending their check through the Conference 
Mission Office so that an accurate accounting of our total conference giving might be kept. 

Omar and Eva Hartzler itinerated throughout Alaska in October 1983. They came to us 
with their many years of experience as missionaries in Africa and brought a wealth of know¬ 
ledge and insight into the church at work in Africa. I again want to thank all those churches 
and individuals who hosted the Hartzlers white they in turn shared with us. I certainly plan 
to continue having a mission interpreter speak to us concerning the area of study which is 
before us each year. My goal is to get each and every church in the Alaska Missionary Con¬ 
ference to invite the interpreter to speak and share, as I feel it adds a global dimension to 
our lives, increases our knowledge of an area and/or country, and shows us the great con- 
nectionalism we have in the United Methodist Church. 

It is indeed wonderful to see God's church at work in every aspect of human life. As 
followers of the living Lord we must continue to be in mission to all of God's creation. 

J. BOARD OF DIACONAL MINISTRIES - PRISCILLA RINGENBURG, PRESIDENT 

As the Board of Diaconal Ministries nears the end of its first organized quadrennium, 
there is a great amount of anticipation as to its form and function in the future. Lifting up 
particular persons called and set apart for specialized ministries has been and will continue 
to be the emphasis of the Board. Whether these persons are called Diaconal Ministers or 
Deacons will have little bearing on the witness which is made through their life and work. 

In its last meeting, the Board with great appreciation for her witness and work accepted 
the resignation of Priscilla Ringenburg as President and as an active Diaconal Minister. We 
wish her God's Presence in her retirement at least from an active paid status. While there 
were no new Diaconal Ministers consecrated during this past year and none ready for con¬ 
secration, there are a few who are working toward this goal and are a living witness to His 
Spirit already. 

In this past year, the Board has continued to better understand its charge for ministry 
and care of those persons in special ministries. Questions continue to arise surrounding edu¬ 
cational opportunities, special studies, and enlistment of persons into ministry. Continued 
coordination with the Board of Ordained Ministry will be sought as we look at options for 
the use of educational funds, plans for the “Pastor-Spouse" Retreat and other aspects of 
ministry in the Alaska Missionary Conference.

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K. BOARD OF ORDAINED MINISTRY 

It would appear that in the circus of the Alaska Missionary Conference, the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Ordained Ministry are the clowns and jugglers. Of course we do 
not hold exclusive rights to those rules, but do find the images to be appropriate to 
our tasks. 

One of the roles of the clown in the circus is to provide entertainment between 
the major acts. While the BOM does not in itself try to be entertaining, we sometimes 
provide amusement (and tears) with our juggling routine. Another role of the clown 
is to provide humanness in a world of super-heroes. We have excelled here! The role 
of the juggler, of course, is to keep several balls in the air at the same time. We have 
tried to never have more than two balls, but alas, as the Conference grows we find 
ourselves having to increase our skill to be able to juggle more than two at a time. 

We have been fortunate in that when potential ordained candidates have passed 
through our hoops, we toss those balls to other conferences to be juggled there. 

We have met this past year to interview candidates for the ordained ministry. 
Fred Brantingham was granted candidacy in February, 1984, and is pursuing entrance 
into seminary this fall. John Washburn was recommended to Oregon/Idaho Annual 
Conference for ordination as a deacon with probationary membership in that Con¬ 
ference. Ruth McMillan has served Moose Pass United Methodist Church this past 
year with a Local Pastor's License, and will be meeting with us for annual review. 
Charlotte Thomas has completed six months of seminary at United in Dayton, 
Ohio. 

In addition to caring for those who are considering ordained ministry, we admin¬ 
ister Ministerial Education Funds to already ordained clergy for the purpose of 
continuing education. The Pastor/Spouse Retreat remains under our jurisdiction as a 
support service of the Board. 

Our major goal for the next year is to write and distribute a manual, "The Com¬ 
plete Juggler", (not to be confused with Juggling for the Complete Klutz, a Iready 
published). The subtitle for our manual will be "Handbook of the Board of Ordained 
Ministry in the Alaska Missionary Conference". When complete and distributed to 
each pastor, the process toward ordination in our denomination shall be crystal clear, 
as that process begins with membership in a local United Methodist Church. The pro¬ 
cess toward alternate routes will also be highlighted; e.g., diaconal minister and local 
pastor. And finally we will outline the process toward ministry in the Alaska Mission¬ 
ary Conference: through the General Board of Global Ministries, and how that relates 
to the appointment process. Suggestions for other chapters will be considered, so 
please see any member of the juggling team in the next few days. 

Finally, it is the Board of Ordained Ministry's hope and goal that in the near 
future, certainly in this next quadrennium, that we'll become so efficient with our 
juggling that you will be able to hear BOM members recite in their sleep, "Steps into 
the Ordained Ministry"; that is during the brief periods we're allowed to sleep, not of 
course, while juggling.

L. EQUITABLE SALARY COMMISSION REPORT - JOHN TINDELL, CHAIR¬ 
PERSON 

At its February 1, 1984, meeting, the Equitable Salary Commission diligently 
attempted to respond to the Conference's motion approved at the 1983 Annual Con¬ 
ference session to review certain Biblical texts and base its report to this Conference 
on the theological implications of those texts. In addition to the two which were last 
year mentioned — I Timothy 5:17-18 and Galatians 6:6, II Corinthians 8:13-14, 
I Corinthians 12:26, James 2:1-17 and Matthew 25:14-30 were considered. 

The recommendations for 1985 reflect a 7% increase over that of 1984. This in¬ 
crease is intended to compensate pastors for an approximate 5% inf laction rate and a 
2% increase in Social Security tax. 

M. BOARD OF PENSIONS - BARBARA SHAFFER, CHAIRPERSON 

The pension program for the United Methodist Ministers in the Alaska Missionary 
Conference includes two parts which run simultaneously. 

The first is the MPP/CPP which covers current service by the ministers, a program 
which began in 1982 (see definitions below). It is a defined contribution program 
which means that a defined amount is contributed each year to the individual minis- 
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tor's account and benefits upon retirement are based on the funds credited to that account. 
Coupled with it is a protection plan which provides disability and death benefit programs. 

The second is 'past service' or coverage for the service prior to 1982. It is a defined bene- 
fit program which means that the benefits are defined and based upon the years of eligible 
service. The benefit rate is increased annually and funds must be provided to fund the in¬ 
creased rate, actuarially computed and amortized over 30 years. 

During 1985, 29.0 ministerial positions are budgeted for MPP/CPP. This includes 25 full 
salaried ministers and 2 clergy couples sharing salaries. 

BACKGROUND FOR RECOMMENDATIONS 

Definition of Terms 

DAC — Denominational Average Compensation. The average across the denomination in 
the United States of the compensation received bv the ministers, includes cash salary and 
housing (20% of the salary or actual amount). The DAC for 1984 is $19,416.00 and for 
1985 is projected at $20,872.00. 

Plan Compensation — The intended compensation of the ministers for the current year, 
includes cash salary, housing (20% of cash salary or the actual amount, 25% beginning in 
1990), and utilities (or 10% or cash salary) beginning in 1986. 

Salary Paying Unit — May be local church, church agency or institution. 

Conference Average Salary (CAS) — The average of the cash salaries paid to the ministers 
of the conference. 

PROGRAM DESIGN 

Current Service 

MPP — Ministerial Protection Program. The basic pension program. All United Methodist 
ministers are covered. Defined contribution program. Funding — 12% of the DAC. Ministers 
are required to contribute 3% of the DAC. 

CPP — Comprehensive Protection Program. The death benefit and disability programs. 
All ministers receiving equitable salary are covered. Funding — 4.4% of the DAC. 

Choices: Each Conference may choose whether MPP and CPP are paid by the conference 
or the salary paying unit. The Alaska Missionary Conference, for 1982, 1983 and 1984, 
chose to generate the funds through the apportionment system. The same is recommended 
for 1985. 

Each conference may choose whether the MPP contribution is based on the DAC or one 
of two higher figures: up to 150% of the DAC or the actual compensation. The Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference, for 1982, 1983, and 1984, chose to contribute on the basis of 100% of 
the DAC. The same is recommended for 1985. 

Past Service 

The 1985 benefit rate proposed for pre-1982 service is $240.00 per year of service. For 
example, a minister who served 10 years in the Alaska Missionary Conference, upon retire¬ 
ment would received $2400.00 annually ($240.00 x 10 years). (Presumably, the minister 
would also receive pension for other years of service in other conferences.) 

To maintain equitable benefits for retired persons, an incentive is built into the pension 
program. The expectation is that the Past Service Rate will be at least .9% of the Conference 
Average Salary and preferably 1%. If this is not attained by 1986, then contributions to 
MPP will be reduced. To reach this goal, annual increases of $25.00 and $30.00 will be 
needed. 

COMMENTS 

A few years ago, our conference generously supported a fund drive to increase the pen¬ 
sion rate for what is now called 'past service/ These funds are invested and the interest is 
being used to support the increasing benefit rate. For 1984, all the increase for Past Service 
above the rate at the time of the fund drive ($50.00 per service year) is projected to come 
from the interest. 

N. NEW CHURCH DEVELOPING COMMITTEE - BOB SMAY. CHAIRPERSON 

The New Church Developing Committee has met by conference telephone call this past 
year. Plans are being formulated to move ahead with the organization of an Alaskan Build¬ 
er's Club. Brad Wade was named as chair of the project. Correspondence has gone out to the 
churches of the Alaska Missionary Conference explaining the program and asking for an 
indication of interest in participating. The New Church Developing Committee recom¬ 
mended that South Anchorage United Methodist Church be placed on the docket to receive 
funds through the Alaska Builder's Club as they begin their church building this year. 

Plans are progressing for the Korean Ministry in Anchorage. The recruitment for a mis- 
sioner has been completed and the Reverend Geo Chung Park and family has been named to 
begin the Korean Ministry. The necessary paperwork for work permits and visas is being 
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processed. 

It was the decision of the committee to request that the name of the New Church Devel¬ 
oping Committee be changed to the New Ministries Developing Committee. The change of 
the name would more appropriately reflect the concept of establshing new types of ministry 
in areas where it is not feasible to provide a church building. 

During this past year ministries have been established in several new areas. Ralph 
Amouak was hired by the Native Ministries Committee to do an ecumenical promotion to 
establish an Ecumenical Native Cultural Center in Anchorage. A group has been established 
and are being incorporated in order that funding sources can be explored and plans devel¬ 
oped to establish a Native Cultural Center. 

The St. Paul United Methodist Church was chartered on April 15, 1984, in Fairbanks 
and a minister will be appointed to that church in June. At the present time the congrega¬ 
tion is meeting at the First Evangelical Free Church at Seven Mile Farmers' Loop Road. 

The First United Methodist Church of Wasilla was chartered on May 13 with the Rev. 
Jack Christian serving as pastor. Property has been purchased by the National Division at 
Knik and Farmer Loop as a site for the church and building will begin when it is financially 
possible to do so. 

A list of potential areas for new and/or additional ministries includes the following: 
Unalaska, Girdwood, Juneau, Peter's Creek, Eagle River, Tok, Chicken, Northway, Valdez, 
Bethel, Seldovia, Beluga/Tyonek, Ketchikan, Rabbit Creek/South Anchorage, Palmer, and 
Big Lake. It will be necessary to watch these different areas and as needs develop provide 
innovative ministries to meet these needs; also indigenous leaders need to be recognized and 
their skills developed. 

Plans are underway for the New Ministries Phase II Campaign. A letter was sent to the 
Office of Finance and Field Service in New York requesting personnel to help the confer¬ 
ence in setting up the campaign and Frank Witt has been assigned to help the conference 
preparation for the fund drive. It is the recommendation of the New Church Developing 
Committee that there be a maximum of three years support from the new ministry funds 
for new work, then other means of support will be necessary. 

O. ALASKA NATIVE MINISTRIES COMMITTEE - ESTHER COMBS, CHAIRPERSON 

We are finally moving toward realizing our long-range goal of establishing an Ecumenical 
Center for Alaska Natives in Anchorage. This goal was originally set back in 1979 and it has 
been affirmed by the committee every year as one of the critical needs of Natives in Anchor¬ 
age which is substantiated over the years in data collected by various agencies locally and 
statewide. 

To provide background, about two years ago an Ecumenical Planning Committee for an 
Alaska Native Center was in existence and consisted of representatives from the Lutheran, 
Catholic, Moravian, Episcopal, Presbyterian and the United Methodist Churches. After many 
meetings, the chairperson suspended the meetings because it was felt that each of the 
churches had not determined their level of commitment to this project and that, in essence, 
we were basically discussing the problem but not able to pursue the solutions discussed. 

In November 1983, the Conference Native Ministries Committee decided unanimously 
to take the leadership role in reinstating the Ecumenical Planning Committee to plan and 
develop a center. It was also decided to hire someone to develop the process to involve the 
other denominations in establishing a center "for expression of and interface between tradi¬ 
tional Christianity and Native spirituality worship." The Committee agreed to hire Ralph 
Amouak, who served on the committee and who was most qualified for the position, as 
Program Coordinator for this project. He has met with almost all of the representatives 
from the various denominations in Anchorage to invite their participation. After 2-3 meet¬ 
ings we now have a core group of representatives, both Native and non-Native, who will be 
doing the basic planning and policy-making for the Center. 

Recently, Articles of Incorporation were prepared by Ralph and the interim Board of 
the Center approved them at their last meeting. The Articles will be forwarded to the State 
for processing and approval. Ralph has also prepared proposals to various UMC Boards to 
secure funding for the Native Ministries Committee and he is currently working on a pro¬ 
posal to fund a portion of the planning activities now on-going, needed staff positions and 
the longer range possibilities of property acquisition and building funding. 

With this large of a project it is essential that each member denomination pledge finan¬ 
cial support. It appears that we have a dedicated Ecumenical Planning board consisting of 
people who have had this vision and have worked toward it for years such as Sister Kevin 
(Catholic), Al Romer (Moravian) and our own Conference Committee, especially Aleen 
Fison, Sophie Nothstine, Joe Senungetuk and John Pitney. With your prayers and support 
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we can all make this vision come true. 

P. CHURCH AND SOCIETY — RICHARD K. HEACOCK, JR., CHAIRPERSON 

The General Conference of 1980 approved a church-wide program of Peach with Justice. 
Since no funding was provided, it was almost 3 years later that a staff Project Director was 
chosen. She is Rev. Heidi Hiff, whose office is located in The Methodist Building, 100 Mary¬ 
land Avenue N.E., Washington, D. C. 20002. Bishop Kenneth Hicks chairs the program. 

Three Alaskans, Rev. Richard and Grace Anne Heacock and Natalie Brooks attended a 
National Conference on Justice Ministries in Chicago last March. They learned that the goals 
of the United Methodist Peace with Justice Program has three goals: 

*To be obedient to Christ's call to peace and justice 

*To work for a peace that promises freedom from racial discrimination and 
the right to human dignity 

# To involve members of the United Methodist Church in the growing national 
movement for disarmament, peace in Central America economic justice and 
civil rights 

Worship, Bible study and Sunday School curriculum materials are being developed for 
use by local congregations. For information, write Rev. Heidi Hilf at the address above. 

We take delight in the peace and justice ministries that have been developed in several 
United Methodist churches in Alaska. Some of these that have been reported as case studies 
are: 

ANCHORAGE, FIRST — The Human Needs Committee and Council on Ministries have 
begun a project of providing meals once a month to the local Brother Francis Shelter 
for transients. (300 sandwiches and fruit!) 

ANCHORAGE, EAST — The Pastor has enabled and coordinated a “Ministry of Under¬ 
standing" which utilized a survey to discover volunteers and areas of interest/need. In 
response, the Church 8t Society group designs workshops to address them. Last year the 
interest was "Subsistence." This year it is "Nuclear Armsf' and "Stress Management." 

CHUGIAK - The Prison Ministry group under the leadership of Church 8t Society Chair¬ 
person Natalie Brooks sustains a multi-faceted ministry at Hiland Mountain Correctional 
Center for inmates. It has developed from a visitation/presence ministry to one of concern 
and action for positive changes in the criminal justice system. 

FAIRBANKS, FIRST — The Church of Society Committee maintains an on-going Peace 
with Justice education and action program, including Adult Sunday School classes on "Nu¬ 
clear War: What's In It For You?", "Conflict Resolution", "Firebreaks", "Jesus and the 
of the World", "What About the Russians?" and "Global Economics." Attendance has aver¬ 
aged more than other concurrent classes for adults. Mini-seminars have also been held in the 
local church on "Subsistence", "Norton Sound 8i Oil Exploration", "Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Birthday Celebration", "Drug & Alcohol Abuse." The committee involved others in the 
community in Ground Zero's Pairing Project. The most recent project of the committee was 
a full-page ad "Alaska Church Leaders SPEAK OUT FOR PEACE," which appeared in the 
local newspaper during the Fairbanks meeting between Pope John Paul and President 
Ronald Reagan. 

FAIRBANKS, UNITED CAMPUS MINISTRY - Sponsors "A Time for Peace," which 
organizes and present programs to the UAF community on peace and justice issues such as: 
"Central America", "Nuclear Freeze", "Registration and the Draft", and "National Peace 
Academy." The group is staffed by the Director of the UCM and the UCM Corporation pro¬ 
vides financial support for the program. 

HOMER — The Outreach committee has a ministry of social justice which includes pro¬ 
viding standardized boxes of non-perishable foods for families; assisting in a Moravian 
project for needy Senior Citizens; and a contact program for shut-ins. Members of the 
church support this ministry. The contact project is now developed into an ecumenical 
senior citizen-directed program called "Touch." 

KETCHIKAN — The Outreach-Church & Society Hostel Committee operates the Ketchi¬ 
kan Youth Hostel, which is chartered by American Youth Hostels, Inc., between Memorial 
Day and Labor Day. It provides lodging for travelers as well as emergency shelter for transi¬ 
ents who abide by Hostel rules and work for lodging. The Chairperson, Barbara Hodgman, 
acts as overseer and represents the committee on the Council on Ministries. 

We commend these peace and justice ministries. We encourage all United Methodist con¬ 
gregations in Alaska to become involved in such ministries. 

Contributions may be made through our local church Treasurer for the World Service 
Special for Peace with Justice. 
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Q. COMMITTEE ON CONSULTATION WITH NATIONAL PROGRAM DIVISION 
Chris Brooks, Member 

Under mandates from the 1980 and 1984 General Conferences, the Alaska Missionary 
Conference Committee on Consultation with the National Program Division provides a con¬ 
tinuing means of dialogue and decision making between the National Program Division 
(NPD) and the Alaska Missionary Conference (AMC) on mission issues of mutual administra¬ 
tive and critical concern. 

The committee on consultation serves to undergird the responsibilities of the NPD to 
develop stronger patterns of self-determination and to develop new visions for missionary 
activities in Alaska. This process is facilitated by: . counseling the NPD as it provides admin¬ 
istrative guidance and financial assistance for personnel and programs in Alaska (Par. 657); 
. helping to maintain relationships of mutual trust between the NPD and the AMC; . em¬ 
powering greater self-determination to the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

Major areas of action and continuing work together include leadership development, 
financial support, congregational development, mission personnel and joint mission strategy 
development. Both the AMC and the NPD name their respective members to the Consulta¬ 
tion Committee. 

One of the future tasks for the AMC committee will be the identification of certain ad¬ 
ministrative policies and procedures now contained in the Administrative Policies and 
Procedures document—adopted by the National Program Division in its March 1984 meet¬ 
ing—which may be transferred to a policy manual adopted and owned by the Alaska 
Missionary Conference, for its internal use. The Administrative Policies and Procedures 
document adopted by the National Program Division also needs careful editorial work which 
will foster the use of consistent language as well as clean up any paragraphing, punctuation 
and word selection concerns. 

Future changes in the Administrative Policies and Procedures document will be handled 
through the AMC Committee on Consultation working with the National Program Division. 

R. UNITED METHODIST WOMEN - MARY LOU LAWHORN, PRESIDENT 

Our annual meeting in September which was held at Birchwood Camp, was well 
attended. Our theme was "Womens Issues." The discussion groups and leaders were: 
"Alcoholism in the Home," The Rev. Judith Bither-Terry; "Financial Planning for Women," 
Jan Cardwell; "Women and the Church," The Rev. Debbie Pitney; "Dealing with Domestic 
Violence," The Rev. Carol Ann Seckel; "Facing That Lonely Feeling or Being Abandoned," 
The Rev. DeeDee Clark. Our Friday evening meal was an African meal, prepared by the 
women in family groups. 

Three Mission Education Events were held in October. The studies were "Central 
Africa," "The Great Physician—The healing stories in Luke and their meaning for today," 
and "The Worlds Uprooted." The Rev. Omar and Eva Hartzler itinerated the state and pre¬ 
sented Africa in our Mission Education Events. They served as missionaries in Africa for 
many years. 

In January, our Conference Executive Team participated in a "Christian Disciplines 
Workshop" over a weekend. The workshop was presented by Elaine Gasser, a staff person 
for Women's Division and Lois Ludwig, who is a director for Women's Division. 

An excellent Political Skills Workshop was presented in Anchorage in March. There were 
sixty-five women from the state attending. 

Fifteen women from Alaska, including six conference officer delegates, attended the 
Western Jurisdiction quadrennial meeting in Seattle in April 1984. Betty DeVore was 
nominated to serve a second four-year term as a Women's Division Director. The names of 
eight nominees and four alternates will be sent to the Jurisdictional Meeting at which four 
will be elected. 

Our 1984 goals are: 

1. To encourage local units to educate themselves about the implication of Nuclear 
Power and Nuclear Weapons by sending a resource packet with materials and infor¬ 
mation to each unit. 

2. To continue through 1980-84 quadrennium a special emphasis on implementing the 
Racial Justice Charter by: 

a. encouraging local units to invite minority women in their church to UMW activities. 

b. encouraging every local unit to use at least four programs from the program book 
"Centennial Tapestry." 
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3. In celebration of the Centennial of United Methodist Women, to focus on member* 
ship by: 

a. increasing membership in each local unit by 10% each year through 1985. 

b. to increase the number of subscriptions to “Response" magazine by two per unit 
per year through 1985. 

4. To establish a new unit each year through 1985. 

5. To encourage leaders of all UMW events to make an effort to use inclusive language in 
UMW programs, songs, prayers, worship services, etc. 

S. MS. MARION GOTSCHALL, CONFERENCE LAY LEADER 

As Conference Lay Leader for the past three years, it has been my privilege to partici¬ 
pate in many important activities of this Conference. It has been a challenge to define my 
role as lay leader. The Discipline states that the general responsibility is in (1) developing the 
advocacy role for laity in the life of the Church, (2) increasing the participation of laity in 
the sessions and structure of the Annual Conference, and (3) encouraging lay persons in the 
general ministry of the Church. It is up to the individual to decide how best to do that. 
There are advantages that other Conferences have where distances are covered by car more 
easily and structures and roles are more clearly established. However that often does not 
allow innovation, spontaneity or creativity. 

There are some things that have been added to the Annual Conference session to allow 
the laity equal participation. A conscious effort has been made to orient laity to the process 
of Annual Conference sessions. There is also determined effort to ensure that laity are seen 
as real partners in ministry in this Conference. Trends seem to be toward more awareness by 
laity of their role in the life of the church and Conference. We have a growing need for 
leadership, development and training. There is also a continuing need for conscienceness- 
raising in areas of sexism and racism. The laity address is a new addition. 

As Conference Lay Leader, I've attended the Association of Annual Conference Lay 
Leaders. This is an experience that affords new insight but also makes me grateful to live in 
the West. The experience of working with the Consultation team for Alaska and National 
Division has given me new insight into the relationship we have and the uniqueness of a Mis¬ 
sionary Conference. It has been good to work with many clergy and laypersons on the 
Conference Council on Ministries and the new opportunity to participate in Conference¬ 
wide planning holds exciting possibilities for us. I've also served on the Committee for the 
Episcopacy and Superintendency, Nominations, Reference and Counsel, Board of Diaconal 
Ministry and Chair of the Bicentennial Committee. 

In my local community I continue to be active in the AWARE program (Shelter program 
for battered women), Alaskans for World Peace, Educators for Social Responsibility, S. E. 
Camp Committee, and am beginning a new three-year term on the Council for Northern 
Light United Church. 

I look forward to sharing the Laity address with the Conference as soon as it has been 
given at General Conference. This is the result of a year-long effort by a team of writers 
and educators, of which I was a part. I also look forward to the opportunity of representing 
this Conference in Boise, Idaho, at the Jurisdicitional Conference in July. 

1 have appreciated opportunities to meet or speak with congregations. It has not been 
possible to do this very much and time has also been limited for regular communications to 
local churches. More use should be made of the Great Land NewsCache. 

T. REPORT OF LAY LIFE AND WORK - MARIANNE INMAN, CHAIRPERSON 

One of the major emphases of this work area during the past year was the presentation 
of lay speaker training programs around the state. The Introduction to Lay Speaking, 
offered in Anchorage, Fairbanks, Sitka, and Soldotna during the spring, contributed 30 new 
certified lay speakers to the 50 persons previously so certified. Topics covered include 
United Methodist heritage and traditions, planning for worship, using and understanding the 
Bible in worship, the art of communication, and people skills in group settings. So successful 
were these programs that in several cases participants requested additional training sessions 
or arranged to reassemble the group of trainees periodically so as to continue the dynamics 
of fellowship and bonding which had developed during the two week ends of the course. 

In the fall, October 19-21, an intensive advanced lay speaker training course will be held 
for already certified lay speakers. The topics for this weekend will be United Methodist heri¬ 
tage and traditions, in commemoration of this year's bicentennial, and people skills: 
assertion, conflict resolution, and group leadership/management. Overall coordination of the 
program has been handled by Larry Bennett, Coordinator of Lay Speaking and the origina¬ 
tor of the lay speaking program in the Alaska Missionary Conference in 1978, along with 
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Marianne Inman. 

Reflecting its commitment to broaden the ministries of the laity, the work area this year 
took the first steps toward examining ways that the Conference could promote training and 
increased involvement in lay care ministries. Linda Calkins, Coordinator of Lay Care Minis- 
j tries, worked with several congregations to help develop an awareness of members' own 
needs and capabilities, and training materials have been procured for possible use at the Lay- 
Clergy Retreat in February 1985. The possibilities that such ministries could provide seem 
nearly endless and are exciting indeed to contemplate. 

This past quadrennium has seen a positive development of the lay speaking program, 
expanded now to include the development of caring ministries of all types undertaken by 
concerned, committed laity. I hope that, in the future, these multi-faceted emphases may 
continue to grow. 

U. CONFERENCE CHRISTIAN EDUCATION REPORT - JOHN WASHBURN, CHAIR¬ 
PERSON 
Introduction 

During the Fall 1983, a survey was conducted among pastors and education leaders in 
the Alaska Missionary Conference. The purpose of this survey was to identify (1) Ways in 
which the Conference can strengthen its Christian education and (2) Ways the Conference 
can strengthen its support of local church leaders. Eighty-six mailings were sent, with 50 
responses, giving a 58% return. Thirty-five laypersons and 15 pastors responded. All 
churches responded except for Gird wood, Ninilchik, and Willow. 

Recommendations Based On Survey Results 

1. Christian Education Workshops 

The Conference is requested to immediately establish on-going teacher training work¬ 
shops in "on-site" local churches for gaining specific skills in: teaching the Bible at various 
age levels and settings; lesson planning; use of particular arts and crafts in creative teaching; 
creative and successful ways of using curriculum resources. The workshops should also pro¬ 
vide opportunities for: sharing and support to one's local church; practicing and enhancing 
one's teaching skills; and worship. The workshops should be done on a cluster basis in the 
Anchorage area; and in specific local churches outside the Anchorage area as requested, 
j Southeast could be another cluster, depending on feasibility. These workshops should be 
I coordinated each year by the Conference Education Chairperson in collaboration with 
CCOM. Workshop leadership should come from within the Alaska Missionary Conference, 

! and possibly from the General Board of Discipleship. 

2. Local Church Leader/Officer Training 

The Conference is requested to immediately establish leadership development workshops 
for newly elected and continuing local church leaders by strengthening one's competencies 
by: understanding responsibilities specific to one's church; gaining more skills in working 
with committees; gaining more skills in planning, implementing, and evaluation; gaining 
more skills in involving church members in ministry; understanding the opportunity for: 
sharing with others in similar leadership positions; and ministry of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference; and worship. The workshops should be done on a cluster basis. Two repeatable 
events, perhaps in the Anchorage area, soon after most churches elect new leaders. These 
workshops should be coordinated by the Lay Life and Work Committee of the Conference 
and CCOM. 

3. Education Resources 

The AMC Resource Center should hold current preferred audio-visuals of our United 
Methodist Curriculum recommended for each quarter. The Resource Center should also 
assess AV holdings of preferred audio-visuals over the past three years and bring these 
holdings up to date. The AMC Resource Center should hold current sample United Method¬ 
ist church school curriculum. The Center should also hold sample examination copies of 
church school curricula from other denominations and independent publishers. The Con¬ 
ference Education Chairperson should see that churches receive requested assistance in 
evaluating curriculum resource materials for their setting. 

4. Education Circuit Rider 

The Conference should seriously consider the feasibility of a person being enlisted within 
the Alaska Missionary Conference who has a broad range of competencies and experiences 
in Christian Education. This person's responsibilities would include on-site visits in each 
education by: observing, listening, consulting, caring, advising; enabling workshops/semmar/ 
individual consultations on topics, concerns, issues related to Christian education in their 
local church; assisting local church leaders in strengthening their leadership competencies; 
assisting congregations in other ways as requested. Visits would be made upon local church 
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invitation and not an imposed obligation on churches. Churches would host the consultant 
while on site. 

5. Conference Education Chairperson 

Due to communication and travel limitations of our Conference, it is highly recom¬ 
mended that the Conference Education Chairperson be recruited from the Anchorage area 
churches. 

V. REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN - BEA SHEPARD 

There has been much activity in the history field this past year. The observance of the 
Bicentennial of the organization of the Methodist Episcopal Church in America has focused 
attention on all Methodist history, national or local. Several of the churches have made a 
definite effort to discover and record their histories; and some of them have generously 
shared their discoveries with us. A number of valuable additions have been made to the 
Conference Archives. Among them: 

Many pictures of Alaska Mission significance were received from David Blackburn, 
former pastor in the Alaska Mission and former Mission Superintendent. We also obtained a 
one-hour taped interview with David and Mona during Annual Conference at Chugiak. 

Mr. Frank Newhall, nephew of Dr. "Papa" Newhall, director of Jesse Lee Home in 
Unalaska from 1897 to 1925, sent many letters received from Dr. Newhall after he left 
Unalaska and went to Barrow for the Presbyterian Church. 

Pictures from the Alaska Mission Office. 

Pictures, newspaper clippings, etc. from Ketchikan UMC. 

Various items from John Shaffer, including reminiscences obtained from Bertha 
McGhee, and a copy of the chapter on Alaska from Ruth Esther Meeker's book on work of 
the Woman's Home Missionary Society. 

Many pictures and copies of letters from Mary Greene from Nome, 1924-1927, from 
Verda Carey of the State Historical Library. 

Reminiscences of the years in Nome and Juneau, from Florence Decker who was here 
with her husband Richard Decker pastor at Nome and Juneau, and member of the Alaska 
Territorial legislature. 

Xeroxed copies of old directories and other info, from Richard K. Heacock. 

Miscellaneous items on Jesse Lee Home and Alaska Children's Services from Walt Hays. 

Xeroxed copies of very old Conference records and offer of pictures from Elizabeth 
Mahan of Seward. 

Old films, slides and miscellaneous materials from Leah Hattrick. Slides from Grace 
Weaver. 

In August 1983, Claudia Kelsey and I attended the Annual Meeting of the Western Juris¬ 
diction Commission on Archives and History, held at the School of Theology at Claremont, 
California. The program was interesting and the contacts made are invaluable. 

In September the Annual Conference Historians and Chairmen of Archives and History 
were invited to Drew University for a meeting in conjunction with the meeting of the Gen¬ 
eral Commission on Archives and History. (Partial travel assistance was furnished by Drew 
University.) This was an excellent opportunity to find out what is being done in other con¬ 
ferences, and in the General Commission, and to tour the new Methodist Archives Building 
at Drew University and meet the staff working there. In the very short free time that I had 
for research, I found — and obtained a copy of — the minutes of the 1897 Annual Meeting 
of the Western Norwegian-Danish Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Con¬ 
ference at which Bishop McCabe appointed C. J. Larsen to be the first Presiding Elder of the 
new Alaska District. (The minutes were in Norwegian, of course.) 

As a part of our Bicentennial celebration, we have compiled a series of Historical Nuggets 
to be used monthly in the Great Land News Cache, and have prepared for the CCOM Bi¬ 
centennial Committee a historical front page for the March issue of the NewsCache. 

In preparation for the 1984 Annual Conference, we have worked up a Charles Wesley 
Hymn Sing Program, a slide-cassette show of the History of Methodism in Alaska, and are 
working with a local drama expert to prepare several short vignettes of Methodist History 
to be presented at the Conference. 

Work is continuing on a book on Alaska Methodist History, to be ready for distribution 
(we hope) by Annual Conference 1986, which is the Centennial of Methodist work beginn¬ 
ing in Alaska. 

One of the best sources of historical information and often the only source — is the 
report of the pastor of a local church. Without these this historian is lost! Alaska is NOT like 
other Annual Conferences — and won't be for some time to come. Some of our most inter¬ 
esting history is found in the pastors' reports. I plead with you to continue printing them in 
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the Conference Yearbook until we become obviously too big to do so ... help make my job 
and that of my successors — easier, or perhaps, even just possible. 

Parts 3 and 4 of script for slide presentation; 

Mobile Ministry, continued: 

Services began in Soldotna in 1949; a building was secured in 1950. (The Kenai history is 
too involved to go into detail here, the following is a sketchy summary.) 

A church built in Tustamena in 1960 was moved to Soldotna in 1968 and the congrega¬ 
tions merged. 

The Homer congregation met in a number of temporary buildings until a theater was 
obtained and remodeled in 1951. The congregation received its charter in 1952. A new 
building was erected in 1959, and an education addition added in 1981. 

The Ninilchik congregation begun in 1951, had a building by 1953, and was served as 
part of a circuit until 1981, when a resident Baptist minister was appointed to serve the 
congregation part-time. 

The Kenai church, begun in 1955 with services held in the city library, built a sanctuary 
unit in 1957, later adding an education unit, and achieving self-support in 1976. 

Fairbanks — here we have a real "void" in our history. We know that John Parsons began 
the church (St. James Methodist Episcopal Church) in Fairbanks in 1905 or 1906, that the 
work was closed, probably in 1916, when Rev. Patton moved to Seward. On September 14, 
1952, a new church was organized, with Ed Purviance as Pastor. The first unit of the build¬ 
ing was begun in 1953. Additions for education purposes were made in 1958 and 1966, and 
the sanctuary was remodeled and a pipe organ installed in 1981. 

Anchor Park and Chugiak churches began in 1953 under the leadership of Dave Black¬ 
burn, who had previously served the Unga-Sand Point Charge. The Anchor Park church held 
its first service in the new basement of the new building on Christmas of 1954 and the 
sanctuary unit was occupied in 1956. The Chugiak building, begun in 1961, was consecrated 
April 19, 1967. 

A genuine historical figure of Alaska Methodism was Gordon Gould, who often told the 
story of the woman who was so glad to meet a real Alaskan malemute. Gordon, of Aleut 
heritage, grew up in Jesse Lee Home in Unalaska, and went Outside with Miss Mary Winched 
to continue his schooling. An ordained Methodist minister, he became a staff member of the 
Board of Missions, National Division, and began work on a dream of his lifetime, the estab¬ 
lishment of a Methodist college in Alaska. Largely as a result of his labors, Alaska Methodist 
University received its charter in 1957. Financial difficulties which developed forced the 
University to close in 1976. However, the University reopened in 1977 under President 
Glenn Olds, with a name change to Alaska Pacific University. 

Turnagain United Methodist Church, organized October 26, 1958, moved in and 
remodeled its first unit in 1959. The church plant was substantially completed in 1965. 

St. John United Methodist Church began as Church of the Beloved Disciple in Rabbit 
Creek in I960, was moved to its present location in 1964. Additions have been made and 
the new sanctuary was dedicated in 1982. One of the members of St. John, Bob Smay, was 
named Lay Evangelist of the Year by the Annual Conference in 1981. 

Beginning about 1921, Seldovia has undergone many changes in its long history, from a 
full-time pastorate with the Oscar Olsens, occasional services as part of a circuit, volunteer 
lay leadership, to near abandonment. The building used as a church was damaged by the 
Good Friday earthquake in 1964, and was replaced by a neat little church in 1967. 

"Outposts" of Ketchikan, Clover Pass, Mountain Point (and North End), served by 
parish worker June Marks, in the early 1950's, became a circuit served by a full-time pastor. 
One of the pastors was Grace Weaver, first woman ordained into full connection by the 
Oregon-ldaho Conference after General Conference approved full ordination of women. 
Grace served these churches from 1957 to 1962. In 1963, the churches were merged into 
Ketchikan U. Methodist Church, and the Mountain Point and Clover Pass Churches were 
sold. 

In 1937 a huge fire, which burned much of the town of Douglas, burned the Congre¬ 
gational church. This building had been purchased from the Lutherans after an earlier fire 
had burned the original Congregational building. Discouraged, the Congregationalists made 
no effort to rebuild. Under the leadership of the Methodist pastors in Juneau, a church was 
begun in Douglas in 1945 and the remaining members of the Congregational church voted to 
turn over the insurance money, $1,000.00, to the Methodists. The church was chartered on 
October 26, 1946. 

The first unit of the church was built in 1946. The second was begun in 1954, and the 
third in 1978. The Douglas congregation assumed self-support in 1974 and was the seventh 
church in the Alaska Mission to do so. The third unit of the church features a stained glass 
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window which came from the St. Luke's Episcopal Church built in Douglas around 1900. 

A Conference camping program was contemplated in the early 1940's, and a camping 
site was tantatively designated near Hope in the early 1950's. Precipitous cliffs worried Con¬ 
ference members who ultimately determined that the campsite, though spectacular, was 
unsafe. For a number of years, youth camps were held at King's Lake near Palmer, until a 
Conference campsite, Cleo Lake, now known as Birchwood, was purchased in 1959. 

In S.E. Alaska, a site was obtained consisting of 88 acres of Forest Service land, later 
reduced to 44 acres. Most of the construction at the Eagle River camp was done by volun¬ 
teers, both local groups and work teams from the south 48. Several individuals spent 
weekends and vacations working on the camp, and at the time it became a Conference camp 
in 1977, it was officially named the John D. Argetsinger United Methodist Camp after one 
of these volunteers. 

At least one other named area of the Camp is significant. The first work team group 
named the stream running through the campground Saturday Creek, as there were not other 
bathing facilities in the Camp. 

Sitka was the scene of much religious history in the Territory of Alaska-Russian Ortho¬ 
dox, Lutheran, Presbyterian — long before the Methodist came. Land bought at a public 
auction with a hot check, by Richard K. Heacock, Jr., became the site for a Methodist 
church building in 1967. Until the arrival of Pastor Tindell and family, pastors from Juneau, 
Douglas and Ketchikan flew to Sitka to hold services. In 1979, a new parsonage was built 
near the church on property owned by the church. 

A new church. East Anchorage, was organized in July 1966. The first unit was conse¬ 
crated in 1969, a second unit in 1970, a multiple use sanctuary in 1974. The church 
achieved self-support status in 1977 (which may be a record!) 

A church known as North Star United Methodist Church was begun in North Kenai in 
1968. Soldotna and North Star were served as a circuit by Augie Aamodt for four years, 
Augie contributing an important advance in thei Alaska Mission history by leading Alaska 
work teams from Alaska to Honduras during the Christmas-New Year holidays the years of 
1973-74, 1974-75, and 1975-76. North Star church occupied its new building in 1983. 

A new adventure in child and youth care began in 1970 with the formation of Alaska 
Children's Services by the United Methodist, the American Lutheran and the American 
Baptist denominations. (In 1981, the National Benevolent Association, the Division of 
Social Services of the Christian Church [Disciples of Christ] became affiliated with the 
Alaska Children's Services.) Programs operated by ACS include: Residential Care at the 
Jesse Lee Home, for children 8 to 15 who suffer from physical abuse and neglect and emo¬ 
tional and behavior problems; Emergency Shelters, which provide round-the-clock care for 
children in crisis situations, age infant to 18; Group Home Program with four community- 
based group homes that provide an alternate living situation for older teens; Adventure- 
based residential program for boys ages 12 to 18. Included in the other programs are 
emphases in Cultural Awareness for Native youth of Indian, Aleut and Eskimo heritage, a 
Spiritual Life program, a Volunteer Program, and a Child and Family Advocacy project. 

In May 1971, the charter was given to a new church. Jewel Lake, involved in a different 
kind of experiment, the Tri-Anchor Parish, with Turnagain United Methodist Church and 
Trinity United Presbyterian Church as the other two "anchors" of the Parish. In 1977, this 
church achieved self-support, and in 1981, the Tri-Anchor Parish was dissolved. Pastor Don 
Hartman was given the Denman Award as Evangelist of the year 1981 at Annual Conference 
in Homer. 

As a result of discussions begun in May of 1972, another experiment in church merger 
was officially culminated in the formation of Northern Light United Church in Juneau, on 
August 15, 1974. John Tindell was called to be pastor of the United Church. 

At the Annual Meeting of 1972, legislation was prepared and adopted, dissolving the 
Alaska Mission of the United Methodist Church and forming a new Alaska Missionary Con¬ 
ference. Official Consultations with the National Division of the Board of Global Ministries 
began in 1974. In 1977, the Alaska Missionary Conference was incorporated and a Board of 
Trustees elected; work was begun toward making it possible for local churches in Alaska to 
obtain title to their property from the National Division. The General Conference of 1980 
passed legislation giving missionary conferences the right to have voting delegates at General 
and Jurisdictional conferences and representation on national boards and agencies. 

In 1977, work was begun on establishing a congregation at Campbell Lake, later known 
as Bayshore West, and now known as South Anchorage U. M. Church. Another cooperative 
church (Methodist and Presbyterian) was begun at North Pole. A surplus modular building 
from the Alyeska Pipeline Service Company was purchased and moved to their site, re- 
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modeled with volunteer labor, with the first service in their building on November 18,1979.

In early Alaska, the term "traveling ministry" was extremely apt. The thousands of miles 
covered by the Superintendents in establishing and supervising churches and institutions re¬ 
mind us of the early circuit rider days in the south 48 states. They did not use horses in 
Alaska - more likely shanks mare - and dog team - and boat. But they covered thousands 
of miles — and when there was a new town, the church was not far behind. 

W. CAMPING REPORTS 

1. OUTDOOR MINISTRIES AND CAMPING 1983-JIM LaBAU, CHAIRPERSON 

Activities of the Outdoor Ministries and Camping (OM&C) area returned somewhat to 

normal after the previous year's intense activity in preparing a Conference Outdoor Minis¬ 
tries and Camping Philosophy Statement. With direction received from Annual Conference 
to search for funds to support Comprehensive Planning for the OM&C program in Alaska, 
contacts were made to that end. 

Although there have been some encouraging signals during this search, there is no outside 
funding yet available for Comprehensive Planning. I expect to have made about 40 contacts 
by Annual Conference time. 

The 1983 OM&C reports from the local churches showed another increase in the number 
of people involved in OM&C. This year's summary shows 2007 compared to 1791 in 1982, 
and 1227 in 1981. It is likely that some of the increase from 1981 is due to a more compre^ 
hensive report form used first for the 1982 report. 

During 1983, the number of youth and children campers decreased to 1981 levels. Num¬ 
bers of family campers exceeded the record number reached in 1982. Day Campers, showing 
up this year for the first time in the report, contributed significantly to the totals. Trail 
camping returned to its previous high, as did canoe camping. Minority campers accounted 
for 5% of the total campers. 

The Minority Camping Scholarship Fund continues to be utilized by the local churches, 
but there is a slight decline in support of that fund from Advanced Specials giving. 

This was the year to prepare or renew Advanced Specials Applications. I reapplied for 
the Alaska Minority Camping National Office of Global Ministries and Argetsinger Camp 
and Birchwood Camp for their respective Advanced Specials Applications. Hopefully, these 
efforts will generate more funds to support OM&C throughout Alaska. 

Thanks to the availability of year-end funds, the opportunity was presented to send 
three people from the local camping committees to a Regional Training Conference in 
Oregon. Kay Abrams, Program Chairperson for Birchwood Camp, was the only person able 
to get away to attend. She felt the Conference was very beneficial to her. 

I appreciate the support of the local churches, pastors, and camp committee members in 
their dedication to improving Alaskan OM&C experiences. We need to hold to our previous 
commitments to give priority to comprehensive planning, trained leadership, adaptable facil¬ 
ities, and adequate equipment to provide for the spiritual growth through OM&C, both in 
camps and in "off-site" experiences. 

2. HOPE RETREAT CENTER - JOHN SHAFFER, CHAIRPERSON 

Since it has been some time since this committee made a formal report, it might be help¬ 
ful to review the fiscal situation in recent years. Please bear in mind that the number of 
usage groups has been low.

with deficit financing. Most of the expenses are used to pay for electricity. There has been 
little maintenance done to the building and grounds in recent years. A survey has been made 
of the physical needs of the property. 

Work camps may be available to do some of the labor, but funds for materials are still 
lacking. A small portion may be available through the Advance Special program, but our re¬ 
quest was cut, based on this language in the guideline: 

“Requested Advance funds are on a matching basis with the Annual Conference, but in a 
flexible pattern which takes into account the available conference resources in relation to 
the magnitude of the total needs of these churches within the conference." 

Where does Hope fit into the priorities of the Annual Conference? What conference re¬ 
sources will be made available to the Hope Retreat Center? These are questions we can not 
answer alone. 

It might be helpful to summarize the current policy in effect on charges: 

1) Security Deposit of $15 when reservation for usage is made. 

(Refunded when key is returned or applied to total billing) 

2) $15 for 24-hour period for a group. 

3) $.34 per person per 24-hour period for an insurance fee. Available form to be sent in 

prior to event. 

4) $5 per family for overnight at the facility. 

Finding that some do not know much about the Hope Retreat Center, we would like to 
provide some background. Hope Retreat Center is located approximately 90 road mile south 
of Anchorage in the village of Hope on the Kenai Peninsula. The log facility was built in 
1946 as a church/parsonage. There is a loft area for sleeping, plus the former sanctuary can 
also handle sleeping. On the ground floor there is a kitchen area and fireplace. Water may be 
obtained at Porcupine Campground. A modern furnace does not function well, needing 
maintenance. The facility can handle 10-30 persons. 

Slide programs are available, with advance notice. Reservations may be made via the 
Conference office. 

3. S.E. UNITED METHODIST CAMP (ARGETSINGER) 

The Camp has benefited greatly from strong support and a lot of volunteer labor from 
the Juneau-Douglas area, which has made possible numerous accomplishments this past 
year: 

Seven cabins have new footings and foundations (materials donated by Northwood 
Lumber Co.) 

Roadway was graded and graveled by Bruce Morley. 

Salvage materials and household goods were hauled out to the Camp from a house 
being demolished by Northern Light United Church. 

Plans were made (drawings furnished by Frank Maier) for the remodeling of the Ski 
Cabin, including a 16x24-foot addition, so that the cabin can serve as a new winter 
cabin/Mini-lodge and craft cabin. 

Juneau Receiving Home residents graveled trails, hauled and burned brush and 
painted cabins. 

During the month of July 1983, volunteers from the Methodist Church of Garland, 
Texas, spent 4 days grooming the camp grounds. Projects were brushing trails, mowing grass, 
graveling traits, painting the bathhouse and cleaning moss off of roofs. 

The March meeting was attended by members of the Committee who represent the Sitka 
and Ketchikan churches, as well as Juneau and Douglas. The Planning Subcommittee made 
plans for this summer's Methodist Youth Camps. 

At the time of renewal of the Camp Insurance, it was discovered that parts of the Camp 
were quite definitely undervalued. A committee was formed of Frank Maier, Steve Jacoby 
and Bob Hanes to do a new appraisal. 
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New appraisal figures: Kitchen-Lodge Bldg - $185,000 Contents - $20,000 
Manager's Residence - $57,600 Bath house - $35,200 
Cabins and outbuildings — $20,000 

Since it has been many years since the construction of the camp's main building, the 
Lodge and Kitchen, there is a need to do some major reconstruction and repairs. Since a 
capital construction project such as this is beyond our budget's ability, a request was made 
to the National Division for approval as an advance Special project. 

Final payment was made on a $5,000 loan from the Conference. With this money and a 
great deal of volunteer labor from Steve Jacoby and many other volunteers, the Camp 
obtained a nicely remodeled managers' cabin. 
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VI. STATISTICAL AND FINANCIAL RECORDS 

A. COUNCIL ON FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION 
Recommendations 

1. That the 1983 concluding statistics be used to produce the 1985 Grade Point Figures. 

2. That all requests for funds from the Conference budget be submitted to the Council 

before its spring meeting. , , , , 

3. That the superintendent's salary be determined at the rate of 150% of the base salary 
for nonself-supporting churches, plus the appropriate amount for years of service and 
benefits provided all pastors. 

4. That the total amount of salary subsidy be set at $63,725 for 1984. 

5. That the total budget of the Alaska Missionary Conference for 1984 be $429,247. 

6. That the Grade Point Figure for each local church be the average of the Membership 
Grade Figure and the Local Expense Grade Figure. 

The Membership Grade Figure equals the individual church expenditure divided by 
the total Alaska Missionary Conference membership at the end of the last calendar year. 

The Local Expense Grade Figure equals the individual church expenditure divided by 
the total expenditure of all Conference churches in the last calendar year. Local expenses 
include general church expenses, church school expenses, locally paid portions of pastor's 
salaries and other benefits. NOT TO BE INCLUDED are loan repayments, interest, building 
improvements, and benevolences. 

To maintain the comparable levels of contributions for pensions, the following adjust¬ 
ments shall be made in the computation of apportionments of the pensions' portion of the 
budget only. 

a. For churches with more than one ministerial position/saiary, tne Tull regular grade 
point figures is used for the first United Methodist ministerial position/salary. For each 
additional eligible United Methodist ministerial position/salary, the church shall be 
apportioned the full pension cost for that position. The full pension cost shall be 
computed at 16.4% of the DAC or the plan compensation (whichever is less) and shall 
be pro-rated for the effective months of the year. 

b. For Union/United churches 

1. With one United Methodist minister - the grade point is doubled. 

2. With only non-United Methodist minister(s) - the grade point is zero (assuming 
that the pension for the minister is paid elsewhere). 

7. That the apportionments set by the General Council on Finance and Administration be 
accepted for our Conference for the 1985 calendar year, recognizing that this is 55% of a 
regular Annual Conference apportionment. 

8. That all cash balances in the expenditure divisions of the Conference budget revert to 
the general fund at the end of the fiscal year, except funds in accounts for Christian Educa¬ 
tion Offering, Audio-Visual Library fees. Council on Youth Ministries, and Conference 
portion of the Ministerial Education Fund, Pastors-Spouse Retreat, as well as funds desig¬ 
nated for Native Ministries, Office Equipment, Superintendent's Mission Vehicle, Annual 
Meeting Expenses, Ministerial Counseling, and Heritage Fund, Bicentennial and Alaska 
Centennial, Hospital Lay Care Training for 1985, Lay-Clergy Conference, Heritage Book - 
1986, which may be held over for the next year. 

9. That all churches participate in Advance special giving. 

10. That all the chuiches give vigorous support to all United Methodist Institutions in 
Alaska as follows: 

Alaska Pacific University Wesleyan Nursing Home, Seward 

Alaska Children's Services Birchwood Camp 

Nome Community Center Argetsinger Camp 

University Community Min., Anch. Local church approved 
United Campus Ministry, Fairbanks Advance Specials 

11. That all churches receiving funds to supplement the amount paid the pastor by the 
local church shall conduct an Annual Every Member Visitation. 

12. That we aggressively develop increased local financial support within the Conference. 

13. That the Conference be aware of Conference Rule B-6, Section 3, which states, "All 
requests for apportionments upon the charges or the pastors for Conference-wide appeals 
for financial support for special causes shall first have to be referred to the Council on Fin¬ 
ance and Administration." 
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14. That all agencies receiving funds from apportionments shall submit audits annually to 
the Council before its spring meeting. 

15. Encouraged local church giving to a church extension "building club." 

16. Approve a Heritage Offering for a 1986 celebration of Methodism in Alaska.

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VII. RECOMMENDATIONS AND PETITIONS 


A. Recommendations 

1. Equitable Salary Commission — John Tindall, Chairperson 

The Equitable Salary Commission recommends the following for 1985: The base 
salary for the Alaska Missionary Conference will total $16,800. This is to apply, in 
each parish situation, to the following ministerial support items: 

Salary 

Social Security 
Tax Sheltered Annuity 

The exact amount of each of the three categories is to be worked out between the 
pastor(s) and congregation involved. Note that health insurance is this year omitted 
as an Equitable Salary Commission consideration. We recommend this come to the 
Conference 8s a recommendation from the Board of Pensions. 

In addition to the $16,800 for the above items, add the following: 

a. Experience factor of $100 per service year, up to 25, from date of ordination 
as Deacon. 

b. Area Cost of Living Adjustments 

1) Anchorage, 0% added 

2) Kenai Peninsula/North Pole, 10% added 

3) Nome, 30% added 

4) Sitka/Fairbanks/Parks Highway, 5% added 

5) AH Others, 0% added 

c. A parsonage and full utilities or a reasonable housing allowance will be pro¬ 
vided pastors serving full time appointments. 

d. A car allowance will be provided, as needed to meet actual car use pastorally 
related expenses in each situation. 

2. Board of Pensions 

a. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contribution base for 1985 be 100% of 
the Denominational Average Compensation (DAC). 

b. The Ministerial Pension Program (MPP) contribution rate for 1985 be 12%. 

c. The Comprehensive Protection Program (CPP) rate for 1985 be 4.4% of the 
DAC. For ministers working less-than-fulltime, the contribution rate be 3.4% 
of the DAC. (These are not optional.) 

d. Remittance of the MPP/CPP shall be made by the Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence, and the funds generated through the apportionment system, with the 
adjustments recommended below. 

e. All ordained ministers under appointment by the Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence and eligible for the pension program be covered by CPP, including those 
receiving less than equitable salary (i.e., those serving less-than-fulltime). 

f. Provision be made for ministers serving less-than-fulltime to make contribu¬ 
tions to the MPP/CPP program through the offices and treasuries of the Alaska 
Missionary Conference. If the minister is receiving compensation from another 
source, it is the policy of the Alaska Missionary Conference to request that the 
salary paying unit make contributions on behalf of the minister for MPP/CPP. 

g. For Past Service, the benefit rate for 1985 shall be $240 per service year. It is 
the intention to increase the rate for future years. 

h. Funding for 1985 shall be as follows:

MPP 12% of DAC of $20,872 x 29 ministers $ 72,635 

CPP 4.4% of DAC of $20,872 x 25 ministers 22,959 

3.4% of DAC of $20,872 x 4 ministers 2,839 25.798

j. To maintain comparable levels of contributions for pensions, the following 
adjustments shall be made in the computation of apportionments for the 
pensions portion of the budget only. 

1 ) For churches with more than one ministerial position/salary, the regular 
grade point figure is used for the first United Methodist ministerial posi¬ 
tion/salary (see 4 above and IO.b.1 below). For each additional eligible 
United Methodist position/salary the church shall be apportioned the full 
pension cost for that position. The full pension cost shall be computed at 
16.4% of the DAC or the plan compensation (whichever is less) and shall be 
prorated for the effective months of the year. 

2) For Union/United Churches 

a) With one United Methodist minister — the grade point is doubled. 

b) With non-United Methodist minister(s) — the grade point is zero. 
(Assuming that the pension for the minister is paid elsewhere.) 

3. HMEP (Health Insurance) 

a. All ministers who are affiliate members of the Alaska Missionary Conference 
are to participate in the program, except in those cases where financial hard¬ 
ship will result due to pre-existent medical conditions. Dependents coverage 
may be provided at the discretion of the minister. Lay employees may be 
covered if approved by the Alaska Board of Pensions, and premium is paid on 
their behalf. This will become effective July 1, 1984. 

b. For ministers, church or employer shall pay the full premium for minister and 
dependent coverage. This will become effective July 1, 1984. 

c. Level of Coverage 

We recommend this level of coverage to be effective July 1, 1984. We re¬ 
commend that health insurance be changed to include $500 “out-of-pocket 
expenses." No other changes in coverage are recommended. It is understood 
that this will increase annual premiums about 5%.

Petition No. 3 — Letter to the USSR Ambassador concerning proliferation of chemical 
and biological warfare by the USSR (referred to the Church and Society Committee for 
action and communication to local churches and for Church and Society to report to the 
1985 AMC session) 

Prepare a letter on behalf of the Alaska Missionary Conference to the Ambassador, 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 1706 18th Street, N.W., Washington, D. C. 20009, 
expressing the profound concern about the U.S.S.R/s sustained proliferation of chemical 
and biological warefare agents, such as the new mycotoxins, to third world wars of lib¬ 
eration in such countries as Cambodia and Afghanistan, and most recently, to the Iraq/ 
Iran conflict. These actions contravene the intent of the 1925 Geneva Protocol and the 
1972 Convention on Biological and Toxic Weapons. The U.S.S.R. is a signatory to both. 

Petition No. 4 — Alaska Pacific University Sunday 

Whereas Alaska Pacific University was founded by the Methodist Church as an 
extension of its higher education ministry on America's last frontier; 
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And whereas Alaska Pacific Univeristy continues to be Alaska's only private, church- 
related four-year University; 

And whereas Alaska Pacific University seeks to foster a close relationship with the 
United Methodist churches of Alaska and with United Methodist youth in the State; 

And whereas Alaska Pacific University remains committed to training Alaskans for 
leadership in Alaska; 

Be it therefore resolved that every United Methodist Church within the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference be encouraged to hold an Alaska Pacific University Sunday on or 
about January 27, 1985; and that every United Methodist Church within the Conference 
be urged to invite a special speaker on that day such as faculty, students, trustees, 
alumni, or friends of the University; and that the churches be encouraged to take a 
special offering for APU in order to help it continue its service to the Church and to 
Alaskan youth. 

Petition No. 5 — Nuclear Freeze 

WHEREAS, the Nuclear Winter Study concludes that a medium sized nuclear war of 
3,000 megatons of nuclear explosions would lower the temperature of the northern 
hemisphere seven degrees and wipe out most food crops for at least a year and it there¬ 
fore follows that such a war would kill well over half the people in the world; and 

WHEREAS, we have an arsenal vastly larger than this amount and so does the USSR; 
and 

WHEREAS, about 1,000 megatons of explosions is about all this world can take and 
survive. 

NOW THEREFORE, let it be resolved, as a first step toward total abolution, that 
while we would prefer total abolution of such weapons, we propose that the U.S. offer 
the USSR no more than 400 megatons and the U.S. no more than 400 megatons and 
others no more than 200 megatons as the maximum rational level for a nuclear freeze - 
all other bombs to be destroyed 

And further be it resolved that copies of this resolution be sent to President Reagan 
and Democratic presidential candidates Mondale, Hart and Jackson, The Secretary- 
General of the United Nations and to the Embassies of the USSR, Britain, France, China, 
South Africa, India and Israel. 

Petition No. 6 — Listing of all slary and benefits of AMC clergy in the Journal 

Whereas currently there is no source of information available to inform the local 
churches as to what the complete salary package of the ordained pastors of the Alaska 
Missionary Conference are and 

Whereas this is an obstacle to responsible action on the part of the laity of each local 
church for the process of setting clergy salaries we 

Therefore resolve that a chart shall be printed in the Alaska Missionary Conference 
Journal that lists each ordained pastor and that pastor's salary package for the current 
year. The chart shall also include a column for the Grand Total Paid as listed in the 
Statistical and Financial Tables — Table 3 of the report from the Council on Finance and 
Administration. This chart shall include all factors that directly compensate or benefit 
financially the pastor of the local church as listed in the local church's budget or organ¬ 
ization. 

Petition No. 7 — New Ministries spending limit in the Anchorage area (non-concurrence) 

Petition No. 8 — Development of a plan whereby all pastors would receive the same 
salary 

Whereas God is no respector of persons and we are all brothers and sisters in the 
family of God, and we are all equal in the eyes of our Lord and 

Whereas we in the United Methodist Church are called to live out our faith in such a 
way as others might be led to the Lord and 

Whereas the widening difference between the lowest paid ordained pastor and the 
highest paid ordained pastor looms as a threat to our church's recognition of the value of 
the ministry of all the pastors in Alaska Missionary Conference, we 

Therefore resolve that the Equitable Salary Committee be directed to develop and 
maintain a plan whereby all the ordained pastors of the Alaska Missionary Conference 
would be paid the same salary and that this plan be maintained and revised annually 
so that when it is possible according to church law in the United Methodist Church and 
it is the wish of the Alaska Missionary Conference the plan may be implemented. 
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Petition No. 9 — Requirements of the Chairperson of the Equitable Salary Commission 
(referred to Rules, Reference and Counsel) 

Whereas it is extremely difficult to expect someone to develop plans that would 
reduce their own income and 

Whereas someone who had a vested interest in Developing the meaning of the word 
"equitable" in the Equitable Salary Committee might be led to work with diligence and 
determination to insure adequate and responsible compensation of all the pastors of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference we 

Therefore resolve that the chairperson of the Equitable Salary Committee must be a 
pastor whose salary is less than the salary of fifty percent of the pastors serving in the 
Alaska Missionary Conference. Salary shall be designated as the actual total salary as 
reported by the Council on Finance and Administration and printed in the Alaska 
Missionary Conference Journal, excluding cost of living adjustments. 

Petition No. 10 — Peace with Justice Task Force 

Whereas, the state of the world cries out for peace and justice and Christians are 
called to be peacemakers by the Prince of Peace; 

And whereas, Christians, in order to be peacemakers must have cultivated within 
them a spiritual foundation and commitment, the vision of a peaceful and just world, an 
openness to change the status quo, skills in conflict resolution and the ongoing support 
of the Christian community; 

And whereas, the United Methodist Church has stated that Peace with Justice is an 
emphasis but without adequate funding to do more than develop some printed resources; 

Therefore, be it resolved that the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence of the United Methodist Church affirm that Peace with Justice be a priority item on 
the agenda for the 1984-88 quadrennium, establish a task force on Peace with Justice 
and elect a chairperson to coordinate peacemaking efforts; i.e., spiritual formation, edu¬ 
cation/training, dissemination of materials and other activities. The task force to be 
comprised of persons in one geographical area and nominated by the nominating com¬ 
mittee. The chairperson to be a member of Board of Church and Society and to report 
to the 1985 annual conference with plans for implementation of proposals contained in 
this petition. 

Petition No. 11 — Congregations to be supportively aware of the establishment and work 
of the Alaska Native Review Commission 

Based on the imperatives outlined in "The United Methodist Church and America's 
Native People" The Book of Resolutions of the United Methodist Church. 1980, the 
Alaska Missionary Conference of the United Methodist Church, recognizing that the 
church is called by God to become a channel of reconciliation and an instrument of love 
and justice in the development of new relations between Native peoples in pursuit of the 
protection of their rights, calls its congregations to be supportively aware of the estab¬ 
lishment and on going work of the Alaska Native Review Commission founded Au¬ 
gust 29, 1983 by the Inuit Circumpolar Conference. 

Petition No. 12 — Naming of a Trident Nuclear Submarine 

WHEREAS Alaska means "The Great Land," and 

WHEREAS Alaska has been a sign of renewed life possibilities for her Native peoples, 
for her pioneers, for her environmental purity, for the future of participatory govern¬ 
ment; and 

WHEREAS the Trident Nuclear submarine is a supreme agent of destruction and 
potential destruction, and 

WHEREAS the U. S. Navy has proposed naming a Trident submarine for the State of 
Alaska, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Alaska Missionary Conference, meeting in 
session in Juneau in June 1984, petition Governor Bill Sheffield to lobby against the 
assignment of this name to any nuclear armed submarine or nuclear armed warship. 

We further request the Conference secretary to send copies of this resolution to 
both Anchorage newspapers, Fairbanks News Miner, the Juneau Empire, Governor Bill 
Sheffield, and the Department of the Navy.

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IX. RULES OF ORDER 


A. Organization 

1. Convening: The Alaska Missionary Conference shall meet on the date set by the 
bishop as provided in the DISCIPLINE (Para. 701.2). The annua! meeting planning com¬ 
mittee shall consist of the bishop of the area, the superintendent of the conference, the 
pastor and lay leader of the local church, worship chairperson, conference president of 
UMW, and conference CCOM coordinator. In the event that a church related institution 
is host, representatives of that agency shall be added to the committee, together with 
such pastors as the superintendent may appoint. 

2. Membership: Any United Methodist ordained minister appointed by the National 
Program Division and the Bishop to serve within the boundaries of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference shall be an affiliate , member of the Alaska Missionary Conference (Disc. 
1980, Para. 658.4b). United Methodist clergy who are appointed to serve United 
Methodist churches in Alaska but who are not appointed by the National Program Divi¬ 
sion shall be considered Adjunct Members and shall be given voting rights in the Alaska 
Missionary Conference, except on matters of ordination, election of General and Juris¬ 
dictional delegates, constitutional amendments or other general church concerns. Clergy 
of another denomination who meet the requirements of Disc. 1980, Para. 419.1, shall be 
considered Collegial Members and may vote in the conference in the same way as Associ¬ 
ate members of an annual conference. The conference shall provide for the election of 
additional lay members to equalize lay and clergy membership (Disc. 1980, Para. 36). 

2.1 The following institutions and agencies now related to The Alaska Missionary 
Conference and/or the National Program Division of the General Board of Global Minis¬ 
tries of the United Methodist Church shall be full members of the annual meeting of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference and that each be accorded no more than two voting mem¬ 
bers, one lay person and one clergy person. (These members shall be members of The 
United Methodist Church in accordance with constitutional requirements [Disc. 1980, 
Para. 658.5]): 

Alaska Children's Services, Inc. 

Alaska Pacific University 
Nome Community Center, Inc. 

United Campus Ministry, Inc., Fairbanks 
University Community Ministry, Anchorage 
Wesleyan Nursing Home, Inc. 

2.2 Lay Membership from Churches: The Charge Conference of each charge of the 
Missionary Conference shall elect a lay member and one or more alternate members to 
the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference, quadrennially, at the Charge 
Conference prior to the first Annual Meeting following the General Conference session 
(Disc. 1980, Para. 36). Each pastoral charge served by more than one minister in full 
connection shall be entitled to as many lay members as there are effective full-time 
ministers in full connection. Each congregation of a parish shall be entitled to lay repre¬ 
sentation, provided there are not more than two members from each parish. 

2.3 Lay Members at Large: The Missionary Conference Lay Leader, the President 
of the United Methodist Women, the President of the Conference Council on Youth 
Ministries (CCYM) and two (2) youth delegates shall be members of the Annual Meeting 
of the Alaska Missionary Conference. The youth delegates shall be selected by the CCYM 
and shall have been members of the United Methodist Church for one year. 

2.4 In case of the inability of a lay member or alternate lay member(s) to attend the 
Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference sessions for any reason, the Charge 
Conference may elect a lay member to fill the vacancy on a permanent or temporary 
basis. 


2.5 Any layperson not a member of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference or one of its agencies, boards, commissions, committees, task forces, or soci¬ 
eties, shall be entitled to the privilege of the floor, without vote, on matters relating to 
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the report of the said agency, board, commission, committee, task force or society. 

2.6 In order to achieve equal lay and clergy membership at the Annual Meeting of 
the Alaska Missionary Conference, the Bishop and Conference Superintendent may 
appoint a committee each year to select lay membership to equal clergy membership. 

2.7 The following shall be seated in the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference and shall be given the privilege of the floor without vote part-time local 
pastors who are in charge of pastoral appointments, lay home missionaries, both men 
and women, related to the General Board of Global Ministries, deaconesses and Diaconal 
Ministers serving within the bounds of the Missionary Conference. By authorization of 
the Alaska Missionary Conference, national workers may be given the same privileges, as 
well as pastors of ecumenical parishes, administrators of other denominations, and 
ordained United Methodist ministers who are not otherwise delegates of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference. 

3. Attendance: Lay members, clergy members, local pastors, and home missionaries are 
expected to attend the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference on a full¬ 
time basis unless excused by the Conference Superintendent. 

3.1 100% reimbursement for reasonable expenses will be paid for clergy members, 
local pastors, lay members, home missionaries, conference diaconal ministers, deacones¬ 
ses and conference secretary, treasurer, historian, and chancellor. 

4. Officers: At the last Annual Meeting preceding the General Conference, an Alaska 
Missionary Conference Secretary and Statistician shall be elected to serve for the suc¬ 
ceeding quadrennium. They shall be nominated by the nominating committee. The 
Secretary and Statistician shall nominate their assistants annually or appoint them ad 
interim for confirmation by the Missionary Conference. 

4.1 The Alaska Missionary Conference Treasurer shall be elected quadrennially at 
the session of the Alaska Missionary Conference following General Conference upon 
nomination of the Council on Finance and Administration. 

4.2 The Alaska Missionary Conference Historian shall be elected quadrennially at 
the session of the Alaska Missionary Conference following General Conference, upon 
nomination of the Nominating Committee. 

4.3 The Alaska Missionary Conference Chancellor shall be elected quadrennially at 
the session of the Alaska Missionary Conference following General Conference upon 
nomination of the Bishop. 

5. Membership and Tenure of Standing Committees, Boards, and Councils: There shall 
be the following standing committees: Alaska Christian Conference Delegation; Annual 
Meeting Planning Committee; Board of Diaconal Ministry; Board of Ordained Ministry; 
Board of Pensions; Board of Trustees; Church Location and Buildings; Commission on 
Ecumenical and Interreligious concerns; Conference Council on Ministries; Conference 
Council on Youth Ministries; Council on Finance and Administration; Consultation with 
National Program Division; Courtesy; Episcopacy and Superintendency; Equitable Salary 
Commission; Joint Missionary Conference Consultation with the National Program Divi¬ 
sion; New Ministries; Nominations, Reference and Counsel; Religion and Race; Status 
and Role of Women; Stewardship and Cultivation. 

5.1 All standing committees shall be nominated by the nominating committee with 
the following clarifications or exceptions: 

a. A standing committee known as the committee on Nominations Reference 
and Counsel shall be nominated and elected from the floor at the last session of the 
Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference preceding the General Conference 
to serve for the succeeding quadrennium to act on the rules, journal, and nominations. It 
shall consist of four lay persons and four clergy persons, evenly divided between men 
and women, and the Missionary Conference Superintendent for a total of nine members. 
When it is acting in the capacity of the Nominating Committee, the Missionary Confer- 
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ence Superintendent is the chairperson, but at all other times its elected chairperson pre¬ 
sides. The Nominating Committee shall make every effort in choosing those on each 
Board and/or Committee to be inclusive of women, ethnic groups, age groupings, as re¬ 
flected in the membership of the Conference. 

b. Conference Council on Youth Ministry is selected through a self-nominating 

process. 

c. Board of Ordained Ministry is nominated by the Bishop in consultation with 
the Board. 

d. Board of Diaconal Ministry is nominated by the Bishop in consultation with 
that Board and consists of up to three Diaconal Ministers and three other persons. 

e. The Committee on Episcopacy and Superintendency shall consist of seven 
persons (four lay and three clergy). One member may be appointed by the Bishop, and 
one member may be appointed by the Conference Superintendent, with the balance to 
be elected for the quadrennium at the first session of the Alaska Missionary Conference 
following General Conference. 

f. Joint Missionary Conference Consulation with the National Program Division 
shall consist of the Bishop, the Superintendent, and six additional persons including at 
least two laypersons and at least two women. 

g. Continuing Consultation with the National Program Division shall consist of 
the Bishop, the Superintendent, and at least four additional persons selected by the 
Bishop and the Superintendent from the Joint Consultation including at least one lay¬ 
person and one clergyperson and including at least one woman. 

h. Commission on Ecumenical and Interreligious Concerns shall consist of three 
clergypersons and three lay persons, evenly divided between men and women. 

5.2 All standing committees shall have plenary power in the interim between ses¬ 
sions of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

5.3 No person shall serve on any one standing committee of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference whose members are elected by the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary 
Conference more than eight years and no chairperson for more than four years with the 
following exceptions and provisions: 

a. One or two years service to fill a vacancy on a quadrennial standing commit¬ 
tee shall not count for the purpose of this rule. 

b. In the case of a committee elected in three-year or other term classes, the 
maximum period of consecutive service shall be two terms with the provision that one- 
year appointment to fill a vacancy prior to the first term shall not count for the purpose 
of this rule. 


c. Persons who are members of a standing committee ex-officio shall not be 
affected by this rule. 

5.4 Standing committees shall organize, with chairperson, vice-chairperson, and 
secretary. 

5.5 Membership on Standing Committees, commissions, boards and councils shall

♦Delegates of the Alaska Missionary Conference to the Alaska Christian Conference who 
serve by virtue of their office shall serve during their effective appointment or quadren¬ 
nial term. All other delegates shall serve for a quadrennial term, nominated by the first 
session of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference following the Gen¬ 
eral Conference. The number of delegates are determined by the Alaska Christian 
Conference Formula. Delegates at large shall serve one-year periods. 

B. Procedures 

1. When a member desires to present any business, or speak to any question, the mem¬ 
ber shall rise and address the presiding officer, and when recognized, may proceed, 
restricting their remarks to the subject before the meeting. 

2. The hours of convening and adjourning the sessions of the meeting shall be fixed by 
the Annual Meeting Planning Committee. The printed program shall be presented for 
adoption as the order of the meeting at the time of the organization of the meeting. 

3. When absence from the various business sessions is necessary, permission from the 
presiding officer shall be secured. 

4. Offerings at the Communion Service and for conference expenses are approved. 
Other offerings shall have prior approval by the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

5. Visitors may be given the privilege of the floor without vote by the presiding officer 
of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

6. The pastors shall submit the statistical report and the financial report respectively to 
the statistician and the treasurer as requested by these officers. 

6.1 The fiscal year in the Alaska Missionary Conference shall be the calendar year 
beginning with January 1 and closing with December 31. The Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence Treasurer shall close the financial records of the Missionary Conference as of 
December 31, and all remittances must be received in the office by that date in order to 
receive credit for the fiscal year. 

6.2 The July salary shall be paid to the minister by the local church to which he/she 
is appointed in the Alaska Missionary Conference at the session of the Annual Meeting 
of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

7. All requests for Missionary Conference apportionments upon the charge or the 
pastors shall first have to be referred to the Council on Finance and Administration, and 
no apportionments shall be made until the council shall have made its report. If the 
report is negative, a two-thirds majority vote of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference shall be required to reverse the recommendation of the Council. 
Changes in the proposed or adopted Conference budget of $1,000 or less may be made 
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from the floor providing that the proposed change includes with it a designation as to 
what other budget category shall be decreased. This may be done without additional 
reference to the CF&A. 

8. Financial requests to the Conference involving sums of more than $1,000 must be 
distributed at the Annual Conference in writing eight (8) hours prior to any action on 
the requests. 

9. ROBERT'S RULES OF ORDER shall govern all questions of procedure when the 
rules adopted by the Alaska Missionary Conference or the UNITED METHODIST DIS¬ 
CIPLINE do not apply. 

9.1 All proposals designated as permanent regulation of the Annual Meeting of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference shall be first submitted to the Rules Committee, whose 
duty it shall be to consider the proposal and then make a report on it with recommenda¬ 
tions to the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference. In order to change an 
Alaska Missionary Conference Rule, or to provide for a new Alaska Missionary Confer¬ 
ence Rule, the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference must vote change 
specifically, by Rule and Section number. 

9.2 New, revised, amended, or rescinded Rules may originate as follows: by recom¬ 
mendations from any Conference Council, Board, Commission, Committee, from the 
Conference Superintendent; or over the signature of three members of the Annual Meet¬ 
ing of the Alaska Missionary Conference. Individual members may submit proposals to 
the Rules Committee for consideration, but in such case the committee is not bound to 
report the proposed change on the floor of the Annual Meeting. 

9.3 Proposals for changes in the Conference Rules must be distributed at the Annual 
Conference in writing eigth (8) hours prior to any action on the proposals. 

10. All business of the Meeting not brought forward by the presiding officer may be into- 
duced by a motion from the floor. 

11. Reports that are to be printed in the Pre-Conference Handbook of the Alaska Mis¬ 
sionary Conference shall be submitted to the Conference Office by April 15, preceding 
the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

C. Resolutions, Petitions, and Motions 

1 •All resolutions and motions (except procedural motions) introduced by a member 
shall be in written form and submitted to the Secretary. Any resolution or motion so 
introduced may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amended or adopted. 

The name of persons presenting a resolution or motion which is adopted shall be 
recorded in the Minutes. 

2. Petitions may be submitted to the Annual Meeting by any member, local church, 
organization, or agency within the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

2.1 Petitions originating from a conference commission, committee. Board or 
Council shall come directly to the Annual Meeting. 

2.2 Petitions originating from a local church, an agency, or individual member of a 
church of the Alaska Missionary Conference shall be referred to Conference Legislative 
Committees for their recommendation of concurrence or non-concurrence and then 
reported to the Annual Meeting. 

2.3 Petitions received at the conference office by April 15 preceding the Annual 
Meeting will be printed in the Pre-Conference Handbook. 

3. No one may speak more than once on any question before the Meeting until every¬ 
one who desires to speak shall have spoken. Where persons of opposing views wish the 
floor, the presiding officer shall alternate recognizing the proponents and opponents of 
the motion in question. 
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4. When any motion is laid on the table, it may be taken therefrom by a majority vote 
of the Meeting and may be made the order of the day for any session or hour thereafter. 

D. Journal 

1. The record of daily proceedings of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Con¬ 
ference as signed by the presiding officer and the secretary and printed in the official 
Journal shall be considered the official minutes. 

2. All narrative material to be published in the official Journal shall be submitted to the 
secretary no later than midnight of the day of adjournment of the Annual Meeting of the 
Alaska Missionary Conference. Material submitted later may be omitted from the 
Journal unless arrangements are made with the secretary to receive late material. 

E. Amendments 

1. The rules of the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference may be 
amended or suspended on the first day of the Annual Meeting by a majority vote. At all 
other times, amendment or suspension of rules shall require a two-thirds vote. 

F. Council on Ministries 

1. The purpose of the Council on Ministries shall be: 

a. To receive program recommendations from the local churches, the Missionary 
Conference, the Jurisdicitional and General Council on Ministries. 

b. To develop these recommendations into a coordinated program to be recom¬ 
mended to the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference for consideration, 
amendment, and adoption as the Conference program, and 

c. To provide implementation for an administration of the coordinated program as 
adopted by the Annual Meeting of the Alaska Missionary Conference. 

2. The voting membership shall consist of the following: 

Chairperson, Church and Society 

Chairperson, Disctpleship 
Chairperson, Global Ministries 
Chairperson, Lay Life and Work 
President, United Methodist Women, AMC 
AMC Lay Leader 
One Youth 

The Bishop of the AMC 
AMC Superintendent 

Representatives of the Alaska Native Ministries Committee 
General Council on Ministries member (ex-officio) 

Three (3) members at large 

The members at large shall be chosen in such a way that the total voting membership 
includes at least three women, and as near as possible equal representation of lay and 
clergy. The President of the Council on Finance and Administration and the Coordinator 
of the Council on Ministries shall be members without vote. 

3. The responsibilities of the chairpersons shall include: 

a. Church and Society — social concerns, health and welfare, hunger, legislative 
action, religion and race, native education issues, status and role of women. 

b. Discipleship — education, higher education, communications, worship, outdoor 
ministries, evangelism, adult ministries, youth ministries, children's ministries. 

c. Global ministries — global concerns, missionary secretary, native ministries, ecu¬ 
menical affairs, church extension. 

d. Lay life and work — leadership education and development, lay activities, 
stewardship. 
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4. The officers shall be chairperson, vice-chairperson, secretary, and Coordinator of the 
Council on Ministries. These officers, plus one other person chosen at large, constitute 
the executive committee. 

5. The Council on Ministries shall meet three times per year, as funds permit.
